4 hav small part which architects have been allowed 
to play in small house building since the war has 
for long enough been a subject of dissatisfaction to the 
rofession and a factor making for ugliness. 
We do not propose here again to go over old ground 
in examining the reasons why speculative builders as a 


class have preferred to carry out their work without - 


architectural advice and supervision. That they have 


been able so to do is undoubtedly due to the immense’ 


post-war demand for cheap houses—a demand so great 
that material considerations completely outweighed 
esthetics. 

To-day, the position is altogether different, Now 
that the initial shortage has largely been overtaken, the 
house-purchasing public has begun to take into account 
esthetic considerations—a step-in which they are 
being confirmed by the building societies, who are fully 
aware that sound construction (which is linked up with 
expert supervision during building) is an important 
factor in their operations, _ 

We are glad to notice that in recent years there has 
been an extension of co-operation between speculative 
house builders and architects, and elsewhere in this 
issue will be found a number of houses erected by this 
partnership. Not the least interesting thing is the 
_ opinion as to the value of this partnership expressed by 

one of the largest firms of estate developers in London. 
“While the employment of architects must obviously 
entail additional expense,” they state, “ our experience 
is that the greater interest that is obtained justifies the 
slight increase in cost per house, and we should not 
consider developments without seeking the professional 
assistance of those whose training equips them to give 
advice on such matters.” 

We believe that firms who have had the perception to 
follow this course of action are scoring heavily. At this 
stage it is of little use to bemoan the fact that too much 
poor stuff is already in existence; our task now is to 
see that in the future those initial mistakes are not 
repeated, and that both in the lay-out of estates and in 
the design of individual houses the architect is invited 
to play his proper part. 


GARAGE ACCOMMODATION IN. BUILDINGS. 


pele new motor car registrations in this country 
have been at the rate of well over 1,000 a day, 
and the total number of motor vehicles (not including 
motor cycles) now under licence is approximately one 
and a half million. The enormous and constantly 
increasing additions to road transport, as everyone is 
aware, have created a very serious problem not only in 
relation to the roads themselves, but especially with 
regard to parking accommodation in towns and cities. 
Municipal and private car parks and garages, in many 
cases, are no doubt adequate to the requirements, 
especially in the smaller provincial towns, where 
centrally situated ground is often available for this 
purpose; but in London, where the congestion is 
greatest and the parking space strictly limited, the 
problem is incapable of solution on these lines. 

For a long time past it has been apparent that drastic 
measures would have to be adopted if our streets and 
Open spaces were not to become completely choked, 
and we understand that the London County Council is 
now refusing to pass plans for important new buildings. 
if they do not provide garage accommodation on their 
own site. This has meant the virtual remodelling of 
many projects. A case in point is the new Church 
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House, Westminster, now in course of erection from 
the designs of Sir Herbert Baker. Here it was found 
necessary to omit a lower basement and to abandon a 
large hall in order to provide the required garage space. 

This new departure has, of course, been anticipated 
in many instances, notably in the cases of Brettenham 
House and Shell Mex House, two recent commercial 
buildings in Central London; and many of the newer 
blocks of flats provide garage accommodation in their 
basements. The time may not be far distant when 
every new building will have to “consume its own 
cars,” and the problem is one that will have to receive 
the careful study of architects. The internal economy of 
buildings must be vitally affected, and many “ stafdard 
plans ” will have to undergo modification, especially, no 
doubt, those of pleasure buildings and other places of 
public assembly. 


- THE PROGRESS OF BUILDING. 


Tet building continues to make progress is the 
inference drawn from the official figures of plans 
passed by local authorities in Great Britain. The 
statistics for the first quarter of 1937 show an increase 
of 1.2 per cent. over the corresponding figure for 1936. 
The upward trend is given sharp impetus also by the 
April figures, which indicate an increase over the previous 
year-month of £1,502,000, or 16.1 per cent. 

These figures, satisfactory in themselves, give added 
confidence in that the increases have been achieved 
in spite of the expected decline in house-building. 
For the four months, January-April, the estimated 
value of proposed dwelling-houses dropped by over 
£2,000,000 as compared with the corresponding total 
for the first four months of 1936 (£24,776,800), The 
balance has been righted by increases in estimated 
building of factories and workshops; commercial . 
buildings, such as shops and offices; ecclesiastical and 
educational building ; and, not least, by an increased 
turnover in “additions and alterations.” It would 
appear that what has been lost on the swings has more 
than been made up on the roundabouts, and although 
part of the “makeweight” has been undoubtedly 
brought in by the temporary needs of the Government 
building projects, the cessation of these is more likely, 
we feel, to encourage private building than the reverse. 
On the figures given (they are detailed on page 1144) 
the building industry may regard the immediate future 
without pessimism. 


FORCED LABOUR. 


A CORRESPONDENT has sent us some details of 

his impressions of a tour of various convict and 
local prisons in this country. He has been impressed, 
he says, by the amount of building work being carried 
out by the men serving sentences. 

With trepidation, yet fascinated, we read that last 
year a daily average of 1,400 men and 500 boys (the 
latter in Borstal institutions) were at work on building 
operations, engaged for the most part, we were relieved 
to note, on work within the prison walls, While we 
trust that other plant they use is accurately dimensioned, 
we may be forgiven for hoping that the ladders are 
not to scale ! 

Lest anyone should think to the contrary, the 
majority of the men are not builders by vocation, 
but are initiates into one of the sanest and most in- 
teresting crafts in the world, May the principles of 
uprightness and rectangularity on which building is 
based be reflected in their subsequent character !

Commonwealth Fund 
Fellowships. 


Ture Committee of Award of the Com- 
monwealth Fund Fellowships have made 
a number of appointments to Fellowships 
tenable by British graduates in American 
universities for the two years beginning 
September, 1937. These Fellowships are 
offered by the Commonwealth Fund of 
New York, of which Mr. Edward -S. 
Harkness is President. ‘The following is 
the architectural selection:—Mr. D. P. 
Reay, B.Arch., Univ. of Liverpool, to 
Columbia Univ., in Architecture. Mr. M. 
L. Bryer, B.Arch., Univ. of the Witwaters- 
rand, and New Coll., Oxford, to Columbia 
Univ., in Architecture, has been appointed 
to a Fellowship tenable by Dominions 
candidates. 


Mr. Reay, a student of the Liverpool 
School of Architecture, who graduated 
with First-class Honours in 1936, is the 
eighth graduate of the Liverpool School 
to obtain this distinction since the Com- 
monwealth Fellowships were founded in 
1925 by the Directors of the Common- 
wealth Fund in New York. Common- 
wealth Fellowships are open to university 
graduates who are British subjects, un- 
married and under thirty years of age. 
They were established to provide inter- 
national opportunities for education and 
travel, and to promote mutual - under- 
standing and friendship between Great 
Britain.and the United States. They are 
awarded on qualifications and on the 
programme of study submitted. 


For the next two years Mr. Reay will 
be pursuing post-graduate studies chiefly 
at Columbia University, New York. The 
subject which he will investigate will be 
American building equipment and ser- 
vices, including systems of construction 
and the use of pre-fabricated and syn- 
thetic building and facing materials. At 
the present time Mr. Reay is a member of 
the architectural staff of Messrs. Barnish, 
Sileock and Thearle,. of Liverpool.

Progress in 
Town Planning. 

FIFTEEN schemes under the Town and 
Country Planning Act—including one for 
the preservation of the historic central! 
area of the City of York—have been 
approved by Sir Kingsley Wood, the 
Minister of Health, during March. The 
areas affected include five of London’s 
outer suburbs—Ealing (Northolt), Friern 
Barnet, Wembley, Caterham and Warling- 
ham, Ham (Richmond); Coseley in the 
“Black Country;” Barry and Penarth in 
Wales; Aldeburgh, Woodbridge and 
Deben in Suffolk; Harwich, and part of 
Southend-on-Sea in Essex; the Beeston 
and Middleton district of Leeds; the City 
of York, and Blaydon-on-Tyne. Seventy- 
eight more schemes are at present under 
consideration by the Minister, and a fur- 
ther 140 have been adopted locally in 
draft and are now being considered by the

Exhibition Buildings 


‘for Glasgow Empire Exhibition. 


The Palace of Engineering § to pe 
erected at Bellahouston Park, Glasgow, 
home of next year’s Empire Exhibition, 
will be one of the biggest temporary 
exhibition buildings ever erected, The 
frontage shown in our illustration wil] pe 
465 ft. long, and the whole building will 
cover nearly five acres. Space will. be 
available to show the greatest examples 
of modern engineering. The Palace will 
form the westerly wall of the Exhibition’s 
greatest promenade. Before it will 
stretch Dominions-avenue and Colonial- 
avenue, separated by a 400-ft. artificial 
lake; and in the background will be the 
fourth wall—the Palace of Industry. The 
sub-sections under which exhibits in the 
Palace of Engineering will be shown will 
include agricultural machinery, farm and 
garden equipment, building materials 
(including heating and cooking), elec- 
tricity, engineering (including metals, 
quarries, roads, mining, transport, and a 
general section), gas, hardware, iron- 


mongery, brass foundry, shipbuilding 
and marine engineering. 

Among the Dominions, Canada _ has 
already announced that she will be 
officially represented in next year's 


Empire Exhibition. A reply is expected 
shortly from all the other Dominions. 
While the size of the pavilions the 
Dominions will erect and the extent of 
their participation is unknown, it is 
impossible to give an exact picture of 
Dominions-avenue. The impression on 
page 1115 shows what is contemplated. 
The Palace of Industry, at the east 
end of the promenade, will cover 2} acres, 
and will contain the most representative 
display. of Empire produce collected 
anywhere since 1925. All three buildings

Replanning Glasgow. 


The urgency of a replanning scheme 
for the central part of Glasgow was urged 
at the annual meeting of the Glasgow 
Civic Society by Sir William E. Whyte, 
the president. At present, it appears, 
Glasgow Corporation has in hand the 
preparation of a town-planning scheme 
for the built-up portion of the city, and 
we agree with Sir William that while such 
a scheme would necessarily be involved, 
and would probably be a costly one, it 
would undoubtedly be to the benefit of the 
city, both from a commercial and social 
standpoint, to have the congested parts 
opened up and made more suitable and 
convenient for traffic and other purposes. 
“Tf Glasgow is to be satisfactorily 
planned,” declared Sir William, “then 
the older parts of the city must be related 
to the more recently developed portions. 
The Society is hopeful that in the re 
planning arrangements it may be pos 
sible to provide for public open spaces 
and wider streets, which are so essential 
to meet the traffic conditions and ensure

safety for the public.” It was also 
announced at the meeting that the Society 
are preparing a plan to submit to the 
Corporation and property owners with a 
view to having the city made more 
attractive. 


Liverpool Cathedral 
Stained Glass. 


THE stained glass for the windows for 
the great central space under the main 
tower of Liverpool Cathedral has been on 
view at the showrooms of Messrs. Powell 
and Sons (Whitefriars), Ltd., 100, Wig- 
more-street, W. The firm and_ their 
designer, Mr. James Hogan, J.I., are 
to be congratulated on the design and 
its execution. A window of this magni- 
tude, the largest in the country, must 
have called for great consideration and 
thought to visualise the design, its colour 
and leading as a completed whole. 
The completed design for the windows 
was shown by masterly coloured draw- 
ings by Mr. Hogan, as well as by a por- 
tion of the full-size cartoons. The general 
effect of the windows will be a grisaille 
of a light tone, with a small proportion 
of very beautiful colour introduced in it. 
The glass is being left quite clear with 
the exception of black lines painted on 
it in pigment and fired into it, no half- 
fone shading being introduced. The 
leading is waried from § in. to 1 in. in 
thickness. This will give a quality to 
the windows which would he lacking 
otherwise, owing to the great distance 
from floor-level. The glasses used are 
extremely varied in colour and texture, 
with the aim of obtaining a brilliant. and 
vibrating effect. No attempt has been 
made to get realism inte the figures, 
which are treated in a decorative 
manner, and with a breadth essential for 
a position so far from the eye. The 
colours are very pure and jewel-like, but 
light in tone, to allow for the coating of 
dirt, which experience of the existing 
cathedral has shown is soon deposited on 
the outside and, in a less degree, on the 
inside of the windows, between the 
frequent cleansings which they will, of 
ae oa receive.

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Proposed Building Centre, 
Glasgow. 

THE establishment of a permanent 
bureau for the building trades is being 
considered by the Scottish Development 
Council. .The project was under discus- 
sion at a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee in Glasgow. The idea is to estab- 
lish a building centre in Scotland similar 
to that in Bond-street, London. The 
object of the centre is to provide facilities 
under one roof for architects and others, 
along with clients, to inspect materials 
used in the construction and equipment 
of all kinds of public and private build- 
ings, and to provide a place where they 
can inspect a range of such goods manu- 
factured in their own country. No trad- 
ing, of course, would be permitted at such 
a centre. The Royal Incorporation of 
Architects in~ Scotland, the Scottish 
branch of the Coal: Utilisation Council, 
and the Scottish section of the Electrical 
Development Association have all unani- 
mously approved the proposal, while the 
Commissioner for the Special Areas in 
Scotland has also expressed interest in it. 


Building Houses with 
Concrete Slabs. 

CONFRONTED with a serious shortage of 
building labour and material, the Lanark- 
shire County Council Housing Committee 
has decided to experiment with the 
building of houses with concrete slabs. 
The Committee has had this alternative 
method of housing under review for 
several months, and deputations have 
visited the works of concrete slab makers 
in England. As a result of the Com- 
mittee’s recommendations it has been 
decided to proceed with an experimental 
scheme at Carluke of two blocks of 40 
houses. 

A member of the Housing Committee 
stated that the Committee was left with 
no alternative in view of the drift of 
labour from house building to armaments. 
The Committee had been assured that the 
new method of building would produce 
effectively an air and watertight house. 
It would mean mass building, and it was 
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anticipated that houses could be erected 
much faster than at present. If the 
experiment was successful, the new 
method would probably be extended to 
other areas. 


The New 
Wandsworth Bridge. 


Tue London County Council announces 
that Wandsworth Bridge, which is to be 
rebuilt, will be of the cantilever type and 
will have a carriageway 40 ft. in width— 
sufficient to take four lines of traffic—and 
two footways, each ten feet wide. It will 
be constructed of steel, with granite-faced 
piers and abutments; and will have three 
spans, the centre span having a width of 
283 ft., and a headway at the centre of 
about 21 ft. above Trinity high-water level 
(as compared with 126 ft. and*19 ft. 9 in. 
in the case of the centre span of the 
existing bridge). 

The design of the new bridge, which has 
received the approval of the Royal Fine 
Art Commission, has been prepared by 
the Council’s Chief Engineer, Mr. T. 
Peirson Frank, M.Inst.C.E., F.S.I., in 
collaboration with the Architect to the 
Council, Mr. E. P. Wheeler, F.R.I.B.A., 
as regards the architectural treatment. 
The works are being carried out by 
Holloway Brothers (London), Limited, 
under the supervision of the Council’s 
Chief Engineer. It is expected that the 
work will be completed by October, 1939. 
The .total estimated cost of the scheme, 
which also provides for the widening of 
the part of Wandsworth Bridge-road be- 
tween Carnwath-road and the northern 
bridge head to 60 ft., and for the widening 
of Bridgend-road to a similar width, is 
about £400,000.

COMPETITION NEWS 
New Municipal Buildings, 
Kirkcaldy. 

Tue Royal Burgh of Kirkcaldy, as 
stated in our last issue, invite architects 
practising in Scotland to submit, in com- 
petition, designs for new municipal build- 
ings. The assessor is Mr. Thomas S. 
Tait, F.R.I.B.A., and premiums of £200, 
£150 and £100 are offered. The last day 
for submitting designs is September lI, 
and the last day for questions June 21. 
Conditions of the competition may be 
obtained from the Town Clerk, Kirkcaldy, 
on deposit of £1. 

-The whole of the area shown enclosed by 
a heavy line on the reproduced site plan is 
available for the scheme. The layout of the 
ground surrounding the building is to be 
given special attention and a separate cost 
or this work, including layout, terraces, 
walls, railings, pavings, etc., is to be given 
as a supplementary estimate. The promoters 
state that the cost of the building, and the 
layout included in the supplementary 
estimate, shall not exceed £100,000. The 
conditions and schedule of accommodation 
laid down are meant as a guide to com- 
petitors, and while they have been carefully 
considered, modifications may be made where 
sufficient justification can be found for so 
doing. 

The schedule of accommodation asks for :

Speculative Building and its Effect on 
Craftsmanship. 

Srr,—With the ever-increasing power of 
large building firms, the architect, jp 
many cases, has lost or is fast losing his 
position as supreme director of the build. 
ing operations. This is a misfortune, as 
the architect, having designed the build. 
ing and having no “axe to grind,” js 
naturally the best person to decide how 
and by whom it should be carried out, 
This development is, of course, mainly 
due to the fact that many large contracts 
are now financed by big builders, and, 
naturally, ‘‘ money talks.” 

One of the most important aspects of 
this situation is its reaction upon sub. 
contractors. The architect, within the 
memory of most of us with any experi- 
ence, .was accustomed to decide who 
should carry out his sub-contracts; now 
the main contractor apparently has the 
right to sub-let these crafts to firms of 
his own selection. Granted the architect 
has the power of veto, but unless he isa 
man of strong character, or has very clear 
evidence of the unsuitability of a firm, 
this prerogative is seldom exercised. This 
policy might be understandable if it were 
in the best interests of the work in ques- 
tion; but often it is only a means by 
which the builder can obtain a larger 
profit, and the result may be _ inferior 
workmanship and increased cost of main- 
tenance. 


Further, a p.c. sum is usually obtained 
by the surveyors or the architect from a 
reputable firm for inclusion in the bill of 
quantities; the builder is consequently in 
a position to know just how much he can . 
cut this price, and can proceed to hawk 
the work around until he gets a figure that 
gives him the maximum profit. So long 
as this condition of affairs is allowed to 
persist we must expect bad work anda 
generation of craftsmen who are not in- 
terested in doing the best work, but only 
in getting out of the job without loss. . 


Much money is spent to-day in educa- 
ting craftsmen and _ inculeating high 
ideals of craftsmanship, very often with 
the blessing of the heads of large build- 
ing firms; and in many cases the crafts- 
man’s first experience of actual work is 
scamping the job and getting through i 
the minimum of time. 

This is only touching the fringe of a big 
subject, but it may provide food for 
thought for some of your readers.

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Mr. W. Lee Cuarke, F.R.1.B.A. (of 
Messrs. Herbert O. Ellis and Clarke), who 
has been responsible for the erection of 
many new premises for newspaper organi- 
gations in London and the provinces, read 
an interesting paper on “ Modern News- 
paper Office Architecture ’’ before the 
Empire Press Union Annual Conference, 
held yesterday, May 27. In the course 
of his address, he said :— 


In common with other ‘business concerns 
relying on machinery and plant for their 
existence, great changes have come about in 
the design of the modern press and _ allied 
equipment, which has had a direct influence 
on the design and construction of buildings in- 
tended to house them. _Circulations running 
into millions have now to be catered for, 
calling for the utmost co-ordination between 
all departments for efficient production and 
distribution. 

The selection of a suitable site is funda- 
mentally important. Such considerations as 
easy access for lorries bringing in reels, and 
facilities for the manoeuvring of delivery 
vans for despatch of the printed papers have 
to be carefully studied, as also the relation 
of the site to the principal railway termini 
and van services to outlying districts, This 
provision of a suitable site is most difficult 
to negotiate in our large towns for two 
reasons: First, the haphazard laying-out of 
main and secondary streets in many of our 
large cities has resulted in odd-shaped sites ; 
second, the rights of adjoining - owners 
as to light and air may seriously hamper the 
effective development of such a site when 
acquired. 

By contrast, in more recently developed 
towns and cities overseas, the main streets 
are laid out at right-angles to the secondary 
streets, this arrangement resulting in sym- 
metrical, rectangular iblocks, which make 
development for building schemes far simpler, 
particularly as in so many cases the problem 
of light and air does not operate against the 
building owners as it does in this country. 
One cannot, therefore, emphasise too strongly 
the importance of the choice of site. 

Recent, restrictions imposed in London 
under town planning insist upon 10 per cent. 
of the site area being kept free of buildings 
from ground-level upwards. 
also be made for the accommodation of vans 
and lorries within the site confines, for load- 
ing and unloading merchandise. It is, there- 
fore, but elementary wisdom before a client 
commits himself to the purchase of a 
particular site to consult with his architect, 
who will advise him as to any restrictions 
which seem likely to hamper the proper and 
economical development of the projected site. 


Co-operation Between Architect and Client. 

It is of the utmost importance that the 
closest co-operation should exist ‘between 
architect and client from the earliest stages. 
They must give him their complete con- 
fidence, calling him into conference in order 
that he may ‘be informed of all their require- 
ments for the preparation of his sketch plans. 
These should be carefully studied in detail 
mm order that the most satisfactory allocation 
of departments may be arrived at before his 
working drawings are commenced, It is also 
necessary in these initial stages to consult 
with the various mechanical experts respon- 
sible for the installation of the newspaper 
Plant, heating and ventilating engineers, 
electrical engineers, etc., in order that all 
details and works for which the general con- 
tractors will be responsible may be worked 
out ‘before the contract is let. Another most 
ei matter for consideration in these 
leuk. Stages, one which is frequently over- 
looked, is the provision for future extensions 
in Ss departments, and it is a short-sighted 
policy to cover a site with a building which 
. intended to answer only immediate require- 
r ea This may sound like sheerest 
opumism, but n pers, it seems, have 

growing pains,” too! 


Provision must . 
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MODERN NEWSPAPER OFFICE ARCHITECTURE 


Now, all these preliminaries take time, and 
the impatient proprietor is apt to consider 
that the job is being hung up because the 
builders are not ‘‘ raising a dust’”’ on the 
site. Far from this being the case, valuable 
time and money will be saved in the long 
run if, when the job is commenced, the con- 
tractor knows from the start exactly the 
extent of his responsibilities and has detailed 
information of the works expected from him. 
It is always regrettable—I almost said heart- 
rending—to see some buildings practically 
completed, then cut about and altered, when 
a little more forethought and consideration in 
the earlier — would have saved this 
necessity—would have saved the architect 
from the embarrassment, of presenting a for- 
midable list of extras to his client on com- 
pletion of the contraci. 

A newspaper organisation ma be 
grouped under two categories—production 
and administration, the ,former including 
editorial, art, composing in all its aspects, 
printing, publishing, reel storage and 
‘despatch, and tue latter, management, adver- 
tising, circulation and finance. Now the 
architect has to appreciate the relative im- 
portance of the various departments com- 
prised in these two categories, and so 
arrange them in his planning that the maxi- 
mum efficiency may result from their relation 
one to the other, 


Press Room. 

One of the very first considerations in 
planning is to determine the location of the 
press room, and in a modern building the 
high-speed unit type of press with magazine 
reel feed would naturally be selected. We 
are indebted to America for this type of 
press, and it is worth remembering that the 
first one to be installed in this country was 
at. Northcliffe House, London. ‘This press 
was responsible for a complete change in the 
planning of the press room, necessitating a 
room very much longer and higher than 
hitherto. 

In several newspaper buildings in the 
States, the press room and plate foundry is 
located at the second-floor level, with the 
pubhshing department immediately below, 
while the accommodation for despatch vans 
is planned below the publishing department 
and at street level, and reel storage is pro- 
vided for in the basement. Over the press 
room, or on the same level, if site condi- 
tions permit, the composing department is 
situated. This, although costly in construc- 
tion, is probably an ideal arrangement for a 
gravity flow, as it meets one of the most 
difficult problems to be faced in our big 
cities, the freeing of the surrounding streets 
from van traffic. So few London sites would 
lend themselves to this arrangement because 
of the restrictions in the heights of build- 
ings devoted to trade and the possible inter- 
ference with neighbouring rights as to light 
and air. The reason why so many press 
rooms are accommodated 40 ft. below the 
street level is not because it happens to be 
the most satisfactory location. Bite difficul- 
ties have made it the only practical solution 
of the problem. At least one advantage, 
however, arises from this:.the noise caused 
by the running of the presses is less likely 
to distract an adjoining owner than would 
he the case if the presses were located higher 
up the building. 

It is of vital importance that the plan- 
ning of press rooms, plate-casting foundry, 
reel storage and publishing shall be the sub- 
ject of special study, in order to ensure the 
most complete inter-relation between these 
departments. The rapid collection and 
assembly of news is nullified unless there is 
complete harmony between these departments. 

A detailed description of the plant used ir 
newspaper production does not come within 
the limits of my paper, but I am assuming 
that you are all familiar with the unit line 
type press with its underneath magazine 
reel paper feed and massive cast-iron sub- 
structure all below the machine room floor, 
making for a press room clear of rolls of 
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paper. It is an advantage to locate the 
plate-casting foundry at the press-room level, 
and, where the size of the press installation 
warrants it, plate conveyors, flush with the 
floor, may be installed, to carry the plates 
to the most. suitable positions around the 
lines of presses, and, what is equally im- 
portant, bring back the used plates to the 
plate-casting foundry. The type of auto- 
matic conveyors selected to carry the printed 
paper from the folders to the publishing 
department will be determined by the rela- 
tion of the publising department to the press 
room, 

_Now, it rarely occurs that a site is suffi- 
ciently 8 to permit of a press room being 
top lighted, as additional stories have to be 
provided over it. But efficient artificial light- 
ing and ventilating readily comipensate for 
this lack. 

There are conflicting opinions as to the 
advantage to be gained by omitting all con- 
structional columns and spanning the whole 
width with heavy girders. When several lines 
of presses are to be installed this arrange- 
ment has.certain advantages, but is costly in 
construction, besides am, 2B in the uc- 
tion of effective heights. Provided the 
columns supporting the upper parts of the 
building between which the press line is to 
be housed are spaced at, say, 23 ft. to 24 ft. 
centres, there should be ample space for the 

ress, plate conveyors, conveyors from 
olders, and trucks at the reel-stand level to 
feed the reels. By this method a clean flush 
ceiling over the presses from one end of the 
press room to the other is obtained with no 
cross-girders to compromise the runs of 
ventilating ducts and necessary conduit and 
pipework. 

In the case of presses installed below 
ground on solid earth it is necessary to 
design the foundations so as to be entirely 
separate from the foundations carrying the 
building. This minimises the risk of vibra- 
tion being carried te the superstructure 
when the machines are running at speed. 
When this method of construction cannot be 
arranged and the press foundations must of 
necessity make contact. with the building 
foundations, they should be isolated by the 
use of compressed cork or other material 
suitable for this purpose. 

The electrical control boards governing 
the presses are best located in the — 
room, and preferably in a mezzanine gallery 
8 ft. to 10 ft. above the floor level, from 
which location the conduits and cables can 
conveniently be run to the press motors and 
reel stands. The usual practice, in this 
country at least, is to take the electric supply 
from the power companies, and whenever 
practicable duplicate services are installed 
from two separate companies to ensure con- 
tinuity of supply in the event of either hav- 
ing a temporary breakdown, Thé same pre- 
cautions are advisable in the case of gas and 
water supplies. 

Heating apparatus, fuel storage, meters, 
ink tanks, compressors and switch-room are 
other necessary installations which can con- 
veniently be housed below ground. 

The cost of reel deliveries is an important 
item in any newspaper budget, so that the 
study of ‘improved methods of accelerating 
nnloading and storage, thus getting more 
journeys out of lorries in the same time, will 
be profitable. It is certaim that, in the 
case of basement storage, gravity chutes are 
eminently satisfactory, more rapid than lifts 
and involving no maintenance costs. Large 
unimpeded floor spaces must be provided for 
ree] storage, so that the reels may be stacked 
in such a way that they are quickly and 
economically conveyed to the presses and the 
risk of damage to the reels lessened. The 
best’ method is te store the reels on end 
If stored for any length of time in two or 
more tiers lengthwise, there is a risk that 
they will assume a slightly ovoid shape, thus 
increasing the risk of the paper breaking 
during a run, particularly where auto 
pasters are installed. 
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Publishing Department. 
The designing of a newspaper building pre- 
sents many intricate and interesting prob- 


lems, not the least of which is the planning 


of the publishing department, so closely 
related to the press room that the printed 
copy is easily conveyed to it, yet also in 
immediate contact with an ample covered 
vanway. This arrangement is all the more 
imperative when the chosen site abuts on 
narrow or congested thoroughfares, and 
more especially where an evening paper is 
published. 


This room must be adequate to handle the 
maximum output of the machines without 
congestion or delay. There is a limit to the 
Speed at which men can pack, and unless 
mechanical bundling devices are resorted to it 
naturally follows that the effective space must 
be governed by the output of the presses. 
For the rapid distribution of the newspaper 
large vehicles are not a practical proposition, 
and I would -again emphasise particularly 
the necessity for ample space for loading and 
maneuvring the number of vans necessary, to 
avoid congestion within the publishing room. 


Given all these facilities for publishing, the 
presses can start ard stop later on any given 
edition. The problem is to arrange for the 
despatch of the last parcel from the publish- 
ing room in the quickest possible time. 

The editorial, composing and art depart- 
ments may be located on floors remote from 
the press room, provided they are arranged 
with suitable inter-communication and easy 
conveyance of the matrix from the mangles 
in the composing room to the plate-casting 
foundry. 

It is usual to attempt planning the com- 
posing room where it may enjoy the benefit 
of natural lighting and ventilation, but in a 
building of many stories superimposed one 
over the other the provision of lighting wells 
occupies large areas of what would otherwise 
be valuable floor space. In some of the 
recently erected newspaper buildings in the 
States, natural lighting has been disre- 
garded to a certain extent, with the result 
that larger floor areas are possible, thus mak- 
ing for a consequent simpler planning. This 
arrangement, combived with an efficient air- 


conditioning system and good artificial light- 
ing, is entirely satisfactory. 


A large floor area is an essential for the 
laying out of an efficient composing room, and 
if planning permits, top lighting and ventila- 
tion by means of roof lights is of very con- 
siderable advantage. This is more satis- 
factory than lighting from windows, when 
the enjoyment of such lighting is restricted to 
the fortunate few located along the window 
walls. 

The universal and growing use of illustra- 
tions in the morning, evening and Sunday 
newspapers of to-day warrants special men- 
tion of the art photographic and _ photo- 
engraving ‘departments, all of which should 
be in close relationship with one another if 
smooth and efficient working is to result. 


The art editorial will need space for making 
lay-outs, the artists or re-touchers will 
require good natural light and ample space 
for their drawing boards. 

The photographic department will require 
dark rooms, printing room with enlarging 
cameras, room for copying cameras and a 
drying room. The photo-engraving depart- 
ment also must have space for cameras, print- 
ing and developing, and in this connection 
the open type of dark rooms, without doors 
but baffles to keep out unwanted light, is an 
advantage in many ways, for it is easy of 
access and egress, and as easy to ventilate. 
That section of this department given over to 
etching demands acid-resisting flooring and 
acid-resisting drainage from the sinks, 
diluted, of course, before entering the main 
sewer. 

Editorial is best situated on the same floor, 
and in close contact with the composing and 
art departments, for the relations between 
these departments are of vital importance. 

Managerial departments must be arranged 
so that they do not break into the production 
side and distuvb the gravity flow between the 
various departments of which it is com- 
posed. They should be planned within con- 
venient reach of editorial, and, like editorial, 
with easy access from main staircase and lift 
approaches. 

Advertising and cashiers must. be easy of 
access from the main entrance for the con- 


venience of the public, and, when space 
permits, important features can be made of 
these departments adjacent to the street: 
level. 


I have only made brief reference to 
editorial and management, as the arrange 
ment of these departments and the space 
allocated to each varies so much with 
different organisations. I might remark, 
however, that the open type of planning 9 
favoured in the States is not so popular i 
this country, for here the separate offices 
(with fireplaces if possible) are the rule rather 
than the exception. 

Careful consideration would of necessity be 
given to staff amenities, and provision mate 
for cycle storage, first-aid, ample lavatory 
and locker accommodation, canteen and rest: 
room for female staff, etc. 


Construction and Materials. 

When embarking on a new building schem? 
one of the first questions a nore 
client is likely to ask (and he shares ths 
characteristic with every aspiring owner d 
an ideal home) is: ‘‘ How long will it, take 
to complete? ’’ The information to him’ 
of vital importance, for he will in all prob- 
ability be placing orders for new presses, 
autoplates and other necessary equipmelt, 
the manufacturers of which will be unde 
contract for delivery within a stated time’ 
They, of course, cannot be expected to stot 
bulky and expensive plant and equipmett 
for any length of time, nor does the cliet! 
relish paying for storage elsewhere; ™ 
whatever advice he receives as to the coll 
pletion of his building must of necessily 
be most carefully considered, so that the 
building shall be ready for the reception of 
this valuable plant. “For this reason tit 
speediest method of construction needs to bt 
adopted. In my judgment, the most satis 
factory is a steel framework, wherein ® 
loads ‘are carried directly on the steel, tt 
brick or stone walls merely a filling to keep 
out the weather. Even in the case of a larg 
puilding, it is only a matter of comes 
tively a few weeks for the constructiom 
steelwork to be erected and completed % 
prepared foundations. The construction ° 
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crete floors and enclosing walls follows 
tically. Often the roof is formed 
immediately the steelwork is completed, this 
mmitting of works below yes carried on 
without serious delays which might otherwise 
be caused by inclement weather. at 

The selection of materials and finishings 
throughout must be considered in the light 
of upkeep and maintenance, and a modern 
building should be formed and furnished 
entirely with fire-resisting materials. Floors, 
for instance, which will have to withstand 
hard usage and heavy traffic—such as reel 
stores—and plate-casting foundry may be 
covered with cast-iron plates laid in cement. 
No upkeep is involved in a floor of this 
description and the cost is not prohibitive. 
Tho use of hardwood blocks is advisable for 
departments such as publishing and com- 
posing—surfaces that are free from dust 
arising from traffic and wear. 

In the case of the process department, other 
conditions, as I have mentioned, have to be 
considered, particularly in the neighbourhood 
of the etching baths, such as the choice of 
material for floors and walls, so that they 
will not be affected by the spilling of nitric 
and other acids. Special -acid-resisting tiles 
laid and bedded in acid-resisting cement 
have been proved to be most serviceable. 
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Noise abatement is of necessity an im- 
portant consideration, and the use of selected 
materials for sound reduction may be suc- 
cessfully employed in certain departments. 
The wisdom of their use in a press-room must 
be questioned. A material, to be sound- 
absorbing, must have a certain softness and 
porosity. Now, in a press-room the atmo- 
sphere becomes impregnated with a greasy, 
inky dust, some of which is bound to be 
deposited on walls and ceilings. It will 
adhere to a porous material and render effec- 
tive cleaning difficult. With wall surface 
of tiles or similar substance, slightly more 
noise will possibly be apparent in this room, 
but maintenance costs are reduced and clean- 
liness is more readily assured. 

In the case of certain locations in the 
composing and art departments, and in 
editorial and commercial offices, suitable 
noise-deadening materials may be appro- 
priately employed, as in these instances the 
atmospheric conditions are not so unfavour- 
able as in the case of press-rooms. 

Departments abutting on street frontages 
where heavy traffic and consequent dis- 
tracting noises result should, in addition, 
have double windows, combined with a 
thoroughly efficient scheme of mechanical 
ventilation and fresh air supply. 
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The psychological effect of colour for walls 
and ceilings should not be overlooked. <A 
dead-white is at all times to be avoided. 
Colour has a distinct influence on tempera- 
ment, though it is not within my province 
to describe the exact chromatic scheme for 
o ideal sanctum intended for the ideal 
editor ! 


Heating and Ventilating. 

The subject of heating and ventilating is 
of sufficient interest and importance for am 
entirely separate paper. Time will allow me 
to make only a brief and outlined reference 
to them. Kew newspaper buildings have 
facilities for the storage of a large quantity 
of reels, consequently it is not the usual prac- 
tice to maintain any particular degree of 
humidity in the reel store. Any appreciable 
absorption of moisture would take place 
through the reel ends, an extremely slow 
process in any event. Reels for export are 
usually subjected to a special wrapping at 
the mills, and, provided they are not stored 
for long periods, there should be no serious 
loss of moisture content, even in hot 
climates. 

The application of air-conditioning to the 
press room has become a matter of para- 
mount importance, owing to the accelerated 
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output of the presses and the consequent in- 
crease im power and troubles due to the forma- 
tion of ‘“‘static.’’ The higher output has 
also resulted in a_ greater rate of 
atmospheric vitiation, due to its being 
charged with ink and oily vapours plus the 
fluff and solid matter from the newsprint. 
Generally; the tendency in the press room is 
for the air to become too dry, owing to the 
heat. generated. The air-conditioning plant 
is, therefore, designed to highly humidify the 
air, which is then usually delivered into the 
room through a special diffuser and, where 
necessary, by means of high-speed outlets. 
The vitiated air is removed by extract ducts, 
over the presses, connected to a centrifugal 
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fan on the roof. The air-conditioning plant 
is, of course, automatically controlled, both 
as to the temperature ana relative humidity of 
the conditioned air. The introduction of a 
refrigerating plant will permit of washed and 
cooled air being introduced during unusually 
hot spells. The quantity of air supplied varies 
somewhat, but for rooms of normal capacity 
six to eight complete air changes per hour, 
supply and exhaust, is usual. 
Experience has shown that a great deal 
of care and thought 1s necessary in deciding 
the position and type of air inlets for suc- 
cessful. results, and the avoidance of 
draughts, of which the average Englishman 
—I will not say newspaperman—has a 
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horror. Frequently, air-conditionin 

this class of work is expected to ca eve 

per day.

ARCHITECT-DESIGNED 


Tue field of speculative house-building is 
one of considerable interest. to the architect. 
Too little use is made of architects, as may 
easily be seen in most of the post-war housing 
estates. A notable exception is provided by 
the firm of Messrs. John Laing and Son, Ltd., 
a numiber of whose estates in the Metropolitan 
area have been visited. 

What struck us on each of the estates 
visited was the care in layout, the retention 
of existing features such as noble trees, the 
provision of open spaces carefully incor- 
porated into the developments, the use of 
wide concrete roads and paved footpaths with 
ample grass margins or shrub- and tree- 
planted borders, and, lastly, but perhaps most 
important, the great number of types of 
houses with such variety of elevations as to 
render monotony impossible, especially in 
the more recent developments. The group- 
ing of houses was generally pleasing, and 
both in this and design it was evident that 
the builders had enlisted the sympathetic 
help of architects in producing the finished 
buildings. 

Out of a number of photographs of 
elevations, we have selected a few which we 
briefly describe and reproduce on accompany- 
ing pages, along with plans. We also repro- 
duce a layout of Edgwarebury Estate, which 
illustrates what has been aimed at, and our 
view of this estate left us with pleasant 
recollections of. what can be attained by 
private enterprise. 

The types of residences illustrated show a 
sincere desire on the part of the builders to 
get away from stereotyped design whilst 
endeavouring to give the purchaser full 
value for money. In this connection Messrs. 
John Laing and Son, Ltd., informed. us that, 
whilst the employment of architects must 
obviously entail additional expense, their 
experience is that the greater interest that is 
obtained amply justifies the slight increase 
in cost per house, and they would not con- 
sider development without seeking the pro- 
fessional assistance of those whose training 
equips them to give advice on such matters. 

We recently visited the Exhibition of 
Show Houses which this firm have inaugu- 
rated in Mount Royal, Oxford-street, W.1, 
opened recently by the Minister of Health, 
and we noted favourably an original plan 
and elevation of a house costing slightly over 
£1,000. The whole of the space on the 
ground floor is so economically planned that 
we feel there is a future for this particular 
design. Whilst staged as a trade exhibit to 
interest prospective purchasers, the Exhibi- 
tion is well worth a visit by those who are 
professionally engaged in house design and 
building. :

THE WINNER’S REPORT. 


Sirz.—The site chosen would 
appear to be the most economical, 
as a comparatively slight enlarge- 
ment of the existing wide esplanade 
makes a spacious approach to Band- 
stand Pier possible. A new cross- 
ing from the town side is sugges- 
ted, the existing one being rather 
indirect and flanked on both sides 
with lavatories. A certain amount 
of space has been utilised for 
shrubs, flower beds, etc., without, 
however, encroaching too much on 
pedestrian traffic along the esplan- 
ade. It is hoped that flower troughs, 
provided on the café front facing 
the esplanade and also on _ the 
circular bays each end, will help to 
make the approach to bandstand 
enchanting and gay in character. 

BANDSTAND PIER, PILING, ETC.— 
The method of construction is as 
follows: The precast reinforced con- 
crete piles 12 in. in diameter and of 
an average length of 21 ft., should 
be driven to a set about 13 in. for 
ten blows of a 2-ton hammer falling 
4 ft., and the head of the piles as 
driven should finish 2 ft. 3 in. above 
low-water level. The heads of the 
piles should then be stripped for a 
distance of about 2 ft. and con- 
nected together by grid work to 
beams about 15 in. by 10 in. cross 
section, which would be constructed 
just about low-water level, thus 
bracing together the whole of the 
pile system. These braces would 
run in two directions at right 
angles, and divide the whole area 
into squares with sides approxi- 
mately 20 ft. 

After the construction of the 
bracing beams near low-water level, 
reinforced concrete columns of 12 in. 
diameter should be built up above 
the piles to the main-deck level. 
On top of these columns a deck 
should be constructed consisting of 
a 5-in. two-way reinforced concrete 
slab, carried on gridwork beams, 
dividing the whole deck into panels 
approximately 20 ft. square, and the 
size of these beams would be about 
15 in. by 10 in. below the slab. 

This method of construction 

would produce a_ structure suffi- 
ciently rigid without having to 
introduce diagonal bracing. Con- 
crete slabs’ top surface to be finished 
In granolithic. 

Retaintnc Warui.—A_ reinforced 
concrete retaining wall would have 
to be constructed in conjunction 
with similar slab beam and pile 
construction to form extension to 
existing esplanade and _ Pier 
approach (see drawings).

SHELTERS.—To be constructed in 
reinforced concrete cantilevers, and 
walls and sliding metal windows 
and fixed glass screens each end. 
Roof to be wood joists, boarding, 
and finished in asphalt. All con- 
crete work to be rendered with 
** Martone ” as previously described. 
Ceiling to be covered with single- 
sided galvanised steel plywood 
sheets and joints covered with metal 
slips to panels and painted as 
shown on }-in. scale plans. Fascia 
to overhanging roof to be similarly 
treated. Metal and glass apron 
fixed under same. 


BaNDsTAND.—For the construction 
of this bandstand special care has 
been taken in the design and 
choice of materials to produce rein- 
forcing reflections and distribution 
of sound. The arrangement is not 
only admirably suited for band per- 
formances, but also for  pierrot 
shows, and should enable the un- 
aided voice to be projected some 
200 ft. As a safeguard, however, 
allowance has also been made for 
the fitting of microphones and loud 
speakers. Ample space is provided 
for 50 performers and a grand piano.

structed in joists, boarding and 
asphalte finish.

NotEe.—If a saving is required, all 
walls and ceilings to staff rooms and 
stores could be left in their natural 
state. It is not known if any trellis 
screens are required to close off pier 
at night.

ALL SAINTS’ EPISCOPAL CHURCH, HILTON, ABERDEEN

ALL Sarnts’ CHuRcH, Hilton, is a building of modern 
character to fulfil present social and economical require- 
ments, unfettered by stylistic detail and superficially 
applied ornament, relying for its effect on quiet dignity 
of proportion. The site is disappointing—a clear un- 
interrupted view cannot be obtained from the principal 
adjoining streets, the church being closely surrounded 
on three sides by houses and gardens. The east gable 
stands high, however, and the stone cross at the apex

can be seen standing over the houses with dramatic 
simplicity. The stonework has been executed in roughly 
squared granite of a variety of tints and in random 
courses, giving texture to the surface. The fenestration 
is unusual. The nave is entirely devoid of clerestory 
lighting, but is lit from a horizontal line of windows in 
the aisles. The transepts and chancel walls are pierced 
by narrow windows of great height. 


The first impression on viewing the inside is the 
quality of spaciousness; this atmosphere has _ been 
obtained by simplicity of form and restraint of detail. 
The interior has been finished in rough textured plaster, 
which throws up the relative values of light and shade. 
The quiet simplicity of tone contrasts strikingly with 
the richness of colour at the altar. This dramatic effect 
is enhanced by the use of natural lighting. The source 
of light at the altar is invisible to the congregation, as 
it is screened by arches at the intersection of the nave 
and chancel. The high windows flood the chancel with 
light and throw this into relief against the comparative 
dimness of the upper unlit walls to the nave. 


The nave at present is divided into four bays, the west 
wall is temporary and the nave will be lengthened at a 
later date. The finishings, doors and pews are of limed 
oak, while the floor to the chancel is of sandstone.

Following is the winners’ report on the 
construction of the proposed hospital :— 


Construction. 

Outer walls solid brickwork, with 2-in. 
eavity. Facings white sand-lime, or other 
light-coloured bricks. Brickwork exter- 
nally in lime mortar; internally in cement 
mortar. 

Portland stone dressings, or if cost does 
not permit, reconstructed artificial stone. 

Floors and staircases in hollow tile and 
reinforced concrete construction. All 
stairs enclosed in 9-in. brickwork. Roof of 
green slates. Internal partitions, where 
not in solid brickwork, in hollow blocks. 
Floors generally of thick linoleum laid 
directly on cement. screed.

THE DESIGNS REVIEWED 


THe Weymouth Bandstand Competi- 
tion is incapable of a perfect solution 
because the esthetic conditions of the site 
conflict with the restriction that no floor 
of any part can be safely placed lower 
than 17.50 above Ordnance Datum, some 
7 ft. 6 in. above the level of the promen- 
ade. The erection therefore will be con- 
siderably higher than the promenade, and 
since the conditions of the competition 
demand a seating area for 2,400 persons, 
and state that projection into the sea is 
to be considered an advantage, the result 
will take the form of a pier perched high 
upon stilts, creating the impression that 
the sea in Weymouth Bay ‘is perpetually 
at low tide. Moreover, the magnificent 
sweep of Weymouth Bay will be cut in 
halves by this protuberance, and promen- 
aders from either the north or south ends 
will be unable to enjoy the full view of 
the fine bay which is now obtained. A 
pier should grow gracefully out from the 
foreshore, and this cannot be done unless 
the erection is kept comparatively low, 
and at least no higher than the promen- 
ade. A further condition states that, as 
far. as possible, the building should be 
kept low in order to avoid blocking the 
sea view -from Victoria-terrace. — 

Twenty-six sets of designs have been 
sent in for the competition, and the asses- 
sor, Mr. H. 8S. Goodhart-Rendel, 
F.R.I.B.A., has awarded the first place to 
Mr. V. J. Wenning, for design No, 10. 
This design takes the form of a level raft 
some 10 ft. above the promenade, pro- 
jecting some 200 ft. seawards, and about 
150 ft. wide, with each corner sloped away 
slightly, forming an irregular octagon. The 
bandstand is placed at the far end on a 
semi-circular addition, and the whole is 
perched high, as the conditions dictate. 
The superstructure, shelters, bandstand 
and café take the form of independent 
buildings of various heights, which, not 
being connected together at the four 
corners, will give much the same effect as 
the conglomeration of buildings on the 
recently constructed landing stage. More- 
over, these open corners will be the cause 
of much draughty discomfort to the 
seated audience. 

The main entrance from the promenade 
takes the form of a tunnel under the café, 
leading to a flight of 16 steps which appear 
to be rather steep for the purpose. It 
seems unfortunate, too, that a second floor 
should have been found necessary, for 
this café seems to fulfil all the conditions 
of the competition except that it con- 
siderably blocks the view from Victoria- 
terrace. However, Mr. Wenning has kept 
his rectangle comparatively narrow at the 
esplanade end, whilst most of the com- 
petitors have spread out considerably 
more. 

The bandstand itself appears to be 
rather small for 50 performers, and the 
**olass-crete’’ windows inserted in the rear 
wall cannot serve any useful purpose, for 
they would be unpleasant in practice at 
the back of the performers by day, and 
at night cause black spots on the focus of 
the scheme. It is also doubtful if the 
metal and glass valances in front of the 
shelters have any advantage, and they 
might prove to be bad acoustically. 

The winner’s report seems to have re- 
ceived a considerable amount of care. The 
substructure is to be of reinforced con- 
crete piles which take a very simple form. 
The superstructures are also to be of rein- 
forced concrete rendered in ‘* Martone,” 
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but no treatment is suggested for the 
metal windows. 

The cost of the substructure is stated 
to be £8,200, with an allowance of £500 
for bad working conditions, a very wise 
precaution. The bandstand is cubed at 
Is. 6d., shelter at 1s. 3d., and café at 
ls. 6d., with a separate allowance made 
for lighting. The total cost is put at 
£24,414, with an allowance £600 for drain- 
age services and gardening work. 

The second place is awarded to Mr. Eric 
J. Hartland, A.R.I.B.A., who has presen- 
ted a very pleasant scheme with low well- 
proportioned buildings upon a truncated 
triangular raft, with the bandstand at 
the extremity. The promenade elevation 
is particularly pleasing, with long, low 
lines of asymmetrical form containing the 
café with entrance at one side, and the 
whole approached by an extremely wide 
and open flight of steps well placed on an 
axis with the War Memorial, -and leading 
to a terrace whence, beside the main en- 
trance, wide exits are arranged direct to 
the covered seating accommodation. It 
seems that this design, better than any 
others presented, answers the condition 
that the bandstand enclosure should form 
an extension to the: promenade when no 
performance is in progress. Mr. Hart- 
land’s terrace also seems to be the best 
way to connect the levels of pier and. 
promenade. His substructure is of steel 
piles, and the superstructure wou)d be 
covered with cream-coloured faience. The 
total cost is given at £20,594. 

The design placed third, by Messrs. A. 
H. Roberts and L. Rushbrook, has an 
asymmetrical plan of very irregular shape, 
with the main axis placed at an obtuse 
angle to the promenade, but through the 
War Memorial. The bandstand is placed 
at the far end as in the other schemes, but 
the café is at the side of the main en- 
trance, with good views to the south, but, 
with its kitchen, it composes unpleasantly 
in the elevations. The seating accommo- 
dation is parabolic in section, and this 
form is not masked in the side elevations, 
which do not appear to be very happily 
treated. The substructure of this 
scheme is of 16 in. by 16 in. reinforced con- 
crete piles and the superstructure of light 
steel framing, pumice block and covering 
of faience slabs. The windows and joinery 
would be of teak. The substructure would 
cost £9,630, and the bandstand and café 
are priced at Is. 9d. per ft. cube, and the 
total £24,166. 

Design No. 20, by Messrs. R. S. Tubbs, 
A.R.I.B.A., and H. T. Cadbury-Brown, 
A.R.I.B.A., is perhaps the most interest- 
ing scheme on view, although the pro- 
motors have expressed in the conditions 
that anything challenging will not accord 
with their requirements, which probably 
means that anything that gets the fullest 
excitement from its structure would be 
banned. It is an extremely light and 
open design, well illustrated by photo- 
graphs of a model, which appears to be 
very necessary to interpret the scheme to 
the lay public. The plan is wedge shaped, 
with the narrow and bandstand end at 
the promenade, and the seating rising in 
tiers over the sea towards the covered 
portion. Beyond the highest tier, and at 
the far end, the café is placed, perched 
high, and commanding a full view of the 
seascape, but towards the bandstand the 
view from the café is unfortunately 
blocked in the centre by the kitchen. 

The bandstand of this scheme ig one 
of the very few which have been worked 
out, and in this case the acoustic sur- 
faces are arranged at correct angles. 

There are no datable embellishments in 
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this design, which so frequently are 
found in buildings devoted to pleasure; 
and if carried out, it would have blended 
very well indeed with the simple Georgian 
architecture of the Weymouth terraces, 
and it would have obstructed the views 
Jess than any of the other schemes. It is 
designed to be built in reinforced concrete, 
and estimated to eost £22,763. 

Another good scheme _ has_ been 
submitted by Miss Joyce Balstone, 
A.R.I.B.A. Her auditorium is fan-shaped 
but very wide, which, while not project- 
ing far seawards, blocks up a rather wide 
stretch of foreshore and sea views from 
the houses opposite. The building is kept 
very low with a raking floor for the audi- 
torium, but in this it does not comply with 
the condition governing the lowest per- 
missible floor level. The scheme is of the 
Greek theatre type with semi-octagonal 
shell bandstand, and two tall pylons for 
floodlighting help to make a gay and 
coherent scheme. 

Messrs. Minoprio and Spencely, in 
scheme No. 22, place their buildings sym- 
metrically on a long semi-elliptical shape, 
with the bandstand on the centre of the

chord on the promenade side, and enclo- 
sures and café continuously around the 
perimeter. The elevations appear rather 
heavy for the subject. 

Messrs. Furniss and Ougurda, 
AA.R.I.B.A., with A. Lakin as engineer, 
have submitted a scheme with a similar 
disposition, but a wide semi-circular plan, 
more open bandstand, and a solid sub- 
structure. The design shows pleasant, 
nicely proportioned buildings. 

No. 17, by Mr. Frank Scarlett, B.A., 
F.R.I.B.A., shows another symmetrical 
scheme, in this case entered by ramps, 
with the bandstand at the far end. Like 
the winner, he places the café on a second 
floor above the main entrance, making 
the elevation towards the promenade too 
high. It is treated with architectural 
merit. 

Among the interesting asymmetrical 
schemes is No. 13, by Messrs. Philip G. 
Freeman, A.R.I.B.A., M.F.A., and William 
Crabtree, A.R.I.B.A., who have obtained 
all the required accommodation in a 
simple rectangle at right-angles to the 
promenade, with the addition of a semi- 
circular projection at one side on the 
promenade front, which produces a plea- 
sant elevation on this side. The audi- 
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torium is well protected from winds, but 
the whole design is probably too enclosed 
and although economic and well placed 
for aspect and audience, the second gal. 
lery for seating spoils both side eleva. 
tions. The café is well placed for yiey 
both of sea and band. : 
Messrs. Marshall and Tweedy 
FF.R.I.B.A., and G. L. Torok have pro. 
duced a pleasant flowing plan, with cag 
in a circular extension to the south-east 
but the kitchen is awkwardly placed ina 
projecting block on the south elevation, 
Several schemes have their long axis 
parallel with the promenade. One, by 
Mr. Thomas Braddock, places the café on 
the promenade side, with the bandstand 
to the north, but it has the disadvantage 
that the audience would either have their 

backs to the sun, or be in shadow.

DESIGNING FOR THE FILMS. 

In the earlier part of his address, Mr. 
Williams traced the development of the film 
industry in this country from early days. 
Coming to the present time he said: Now- 
adays we have an art department working 
and organised on the lines of an architect’s 
office, numbering among its permanent staff 
architectural draughtsmen, quantity survey- 
ors, sculptors and painters, and ‘including a 
comprehensive reference and __ periodical 
library, an architectural model-makin 
department and printing plant. The probable 
introduction in the near future of colour and 
stereoscopy will no doubt add to the number 
of experts, and, incidentally, to the worries 
of the art director. It is, however, my 
opinion that when colour is firmly estab- 
lished it will be found principally in the 
costumes of the artistes sti be very sparingly 
used in the background. Up till now it is 
most unusual, in this country at any rate, 
for the art director to be consulted on the 
design and colour of the costumes to be worn 
in his sets. I somehow feel that this omission 
im organisation must be repaired on the 
general introduction of colour, or the results 
will be disastrous. 

The composition of the modern art depart- 
ment consists, firstly, of the supervising art 
director, who {s responsible for its organisa- 
tion, discipline and the direction of its policy. 
In the ordinary course of events, depending 
upon the size of the company employing him 
and the importance of the subject being made, 
he will not personally ‘ art-direct ” indi- 
vidual films; this work will be carried out by 
the unit art director under his supervision. 

Each unit art director has his personal 
assistant, who, with the help of one or more 
draughtsmen, depending upon the urgency of 
the subject, is responsible for the production 
of working drawings from the unit art 
director’s sketches. The various shops, 
sculptors and decorative artists are also 
supplied with full-size details from this 
source. 

The floor manager is responsible under the 
rege art director for contact between 
. € art department and the various construc- 
Ne shops, such as those of the carpenters, 
plasterers, painters, etc., and also for a most 
oo duty, that of placing each set upon 
the age in such a way that the progress of 

. production unit from one set to another 
Bie ? age be delayed by what they have 
sed y shot being in the way, or prevent the 

Ction of future sets to a schedule that has 
*en worked out some weeks in advance, 
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This very necessary piece of organisation is 
carried out in the following way : Individual 
art departments select a suitable scale to 
which all sets are drawn in plan and eleva- 
tion. Up till a short time ago we favoured 
half-inch, as this seemed a suitable scale for 
most sets to be drawm on a double elephant 
board, and I thought that a lot of full-sizing 
was eliminated by this scale. We have, how- 
ever, adopted quarter-inch scale of late, with 
a saving of time. 

Plans of the various stages and lots are 
then drawn on Essex board or other suitable 
material, tracings of each set, being made. on 
detail paper and pinned over these plan 
boards in the position they are to take in the 
studio. When the time comes for the set to 
be struck, its plan is removed from the board 
and a new set placed upon its site, It will 
be readily seen that studio space available 
and general progress on the stages can be 
gauged at a glance in this way. 

Much skill and ingenuity are often neces- 
sary to fulfil a ‘‘ shooting ’’ schedule supplied 
by the production department in such a way 
that each set is erected and dressed ready in 
its correct sequence and so as not to prevent 
the shooting of one set by the awkward 
placing of another in too close proximity to it 
on the stage. 


The Art ‘Director’s Duties. 

The art director’s duties should begin 
directly the adaptation for the screen of the 
selected subject is begun. It has always been 
my experience that much money can be saved, 
and fewer hearts broken in the long run, if 
the practical possibilities in reference to what 
can and what cannot be erected within the 
pees schedule, the amount of stage space 
available and the financial budget are dis- 
cussed between the script writer, the director 
and the art director before the script is 
finally written. Upon the art director 
receiving his script the organisation must vary 
according to the organisation of his depart- 
ment, but it will be roughly that the super- 
vising art director, if not personally design- 
ing the film, will, after preliminary dis- 
cussions with the producer, hand the script 
to a unit art director, who will read it 
through with the director, meanwhile making 
marginal notes and rough sketch plans of the 
action and particular requirements of the 


‘director regarding special action, and at the 


same time discussing fully the characters in 
the story, in order that they may eventually 
seem to inhabit naturally the surroundings 
the art director will create for them. 

He will then produce a series of sketches 
to show to the director as a guide to the 
lay-out and atmosphere he proposes. Tlie 
number of sketches prepared will vary with 
the type of picture in preparation, from one 
for each set for the ordinary programme pic- 
ture, to one for each master scene in the care- 
fully prepared ‘‘super.”” The medium in which 
these sketches may be prepared extends to 
any known method of painting or draughts- 
manship, but thes most economical for the 
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quick and broad effects required by the art 
director is, to my mind, compressed charcoal 
on tracing paper, which may eventually 
be mounted on millboard for more effective 
preservation and durability. 

The importance to the art director of 
selecting the medium most suitable for quickly 
presenting his ideas cannot be past cee | 
for time is usually short in the preparation 
stage, and it is heart-breaking to have one’s 
laboriously produced sketches turned down. 


Study of Action. 

In the design and planning of film sets 
great care must be given to thé study of 
action. By this I mean that sets must be so 
designed that the action in the script can 
be carried out smoothly and crisply, with -as 
little waste of time in unnecessary action on 
the part of the artists as possible. For 
instance, should, Uncle Joe, whilst sitting by 
the. fireside. with Auntie, hear a shot out- 
side, the window to which he is to rush to 
discover the source of this unusual sound, he 
should ‘be conveniently placed for his move- 
ments, and not at the other end of the set, 
with tables, chairs and other furniture in the 
way to impede his progress. 

More usually the commercial art director 
will find himself engaged upon one of two 
very different kinds of pictures, namely 
drama or comedy; and in each case his func- 
tions are very different from what they are 
in the other. In the former he must help 
the story by augmenting the action by his 
compositions in light and shade, and in the 
latter his duties lead him to provide a 
pleasantly inconspicuous background which 
will not distract the audience’s attention from 
the actors in the foreground. There are, of 
course, many degrees of both comedy and 
drama, and the way in which the art 
director tackles his subject will be dictated 
by its exa¢t nature. 

Once the sketch that has been prepared has 
.been passed by the director, the art director, 
if himself an architect, will prepare rough 
quarter-inch scale plans and elevations of 
each set; from these, estimates are got by 
comparing them with the known cost of sets 
of similar size and decoration in previous pic- 
tures. Once these estimates have been seen 
and passed by the production manager, the 
art director and his assistants must curb any 
desire to over-embréider by putting in extra 
detail whilst the drawings are in the final 
working-drawing state or in the shops. Of 
course, this estimating business, important as 
it is, does not work out too easily. Sometimes 
there have been no sets of a similar nature on 
which to base one’s estimate; or if there are, 
the sets have been built by the day shift at 
single time, whereas the set on which one 
might now be engaged, owing to some hitch 
in the production schedule, will be built at 
double time on Sunday, and with plaster and 
timber at an advanced rate: Again, the 
director may be so pleased, or, on the other 
hand, so upset, with the set. you have finally 
provided, that his fertile imagination will 
invent all sorts of additional improvements. 
All these contingencies must be met as they 
arrive. I have a system whereby each set 
has a card similar to those used in card- 
indexing, on which each contingency is 
entered. When used in conjunction with the 
drawings of the various sets to which they 
relate, a quick estimate of future sets is 
likely to be much more accurate than it would 
be without them. 

A matter into which the lecturer went 
rather fully was that of the various tricks 
by means of which an illusion of reality is 
given at less expense than would be incurred 
if a set were actually built up and _photo- 
graphed. It was the art. director’s job, he 
said, to decide, in conjunction with other 
technicians, when tricks were to be used, and 
which one was likely to solve the immediate 
problem to the best advantage.

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EFFLORESCENCE ON CEMENT 
RENDERINGS 


By G, H. CHEESMAN, Ph.D., A.R.C.Sc., 


THERE are several kinds of efflorestence, 
each possessing some quality of its own and 
generally predominating upon a particular 
type of material. On cement mortars and 
concrete efflorescence usually consists of a 
hard, white, glistening crystalline skin. This 
consists of a mass of small crystals of calcium 
carbonate and is insoluble in water but 
attacked by acids with effervescence. The 
formation of efflorescence depends upon the 
relations between the water put in, the water 
lost, and the manner in which water remains 
in the rendering. 


Water Requirements. 

Portland cement needs approximately one- 
third of its weight of water in the process of 
setting, but it is necessary in practice to put 
in at least three times more water than is 
actually used in hydrating the cement, in 
order to obtain a mass sufficiently plastic for 
use. This excess water is removed as the 
work dries out; but while it is in contact 
with the cement it dissolves calcium 
hydroxide, which will be deposited wherever 
the water evaporates, and by the action of 
carbon dioxide in the air will be converted 
into insoluble calcium carbonate. Therefore 
the manner in which the surplus water is lost 
is the predominant factor in the formation of 
efflorescence. _ 


Water Retention. 

For any porous material, whether the struc- 
ture be rigid like brick or set cement mortar, 
or loose like sand or fresh cement mortar, 
there is a critical moisture content above 
which the external surface appears wet and 
below which it is dry. This point is sharply 
defined, and as the water content is reduced 
the free water surface recedes from the 
exterior of the work to the interior pores. 

Cement mortar can hold a great quantity of 
moisture within its pores and yet still appear 
dry, because although the outer surface may 
be dry, there may be moisture within the 
pores. 

In a cement mortar the sand is con- 
siderably coarser than the cement, and 
the cavities between the grains of sand 
are partly void and partly filled with 
cement. A weak mix will therefore have more 
room for water within the mass (without 
forming a free water surface outside) than a 
richer one. Likewise, a sharp coarse sand 
will hold more water than one which contains 
a large proportion of fine loamy material 
filling the cavities between the larger grains. 


Water Loss. 

There are three principal ways in which 
water may be withdrawn from a rendering, 
namely, (1) chemically, by hydration of the 
cement; (2) by suction into the backing; and 
(3) by evaporation. 

The amount of water removed by the hydra- 
tion process is limited, but it may be suffi- 
cient in a well-proportioned mix to cause the 
withdrawal of the free surface of water to 
within the mass, which is desirable for the 
avoidance of efflorescence. The rate and time 
at which this removal occurs are determined, 
by the rate of setting of the cement and the 
temperature. With quick-setting cements in 
warm surroundings removal may be sub- 
stantially complete in a few hours, whereas 
with cold conditions and slow-setting cement 
some days may be required before the process 
is complete. 

The effect of ‘‘ suction ’’ due to the porosity 
and dryness of the backing begins as soon as 
the rendering is applied, and passes off as the 
pores of the backing are filled. There is a 
danger, when there is much suction, that 


so much water will be withdrawn from the\ 


rendering immediately it is applied that 
insufficient remains to permit the setting 
process to develop properly. (Partly for this 
reason. ‘‘ water repellent’? cement is cor- 
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monly used in the backings, since the suction 
is reduced by this variety of cement.) The 
water which passes into the backing is ulti- 
mately eliminated by hydration or evapora- 
tion, so that, although suction removes water 
in the early phases, sometimes the problem of 
its ultimate disposal has to be faced; but as 
a rule this is not serious. 

Evaporation is the most important pro- 
cess so far as concerns the formation of 
efflorescence, and this occurs differently 
according to whether the moisture content is 
large enough to produce an external free 
water suriace or not. When moisture is 
present in such quantity that the free water 
surface is on the exterior of the mass, evapora- 
tion occurs over the free surface and further 
liquid comes to the face, from behind; dis- 
solved calcium hydroxide is then deposited 
upon the surface as evaporation proceeds. 
When there is no free external water surface, 
evaporation occurs wiihin the pores, and the 
calcium hydroxide is deposited within the 
pores, tending to fill them but leaving the 
exterior face of the work more or less clear. 

Where calcium hydroxide is left: on the 
surface of the work, short exposure to the air 
converts it to the tough insoluble film . of 
calcium carbonate known as efflorescence. In 
the second case this is formed inside the work, 
and helps to seal the surface and diminish the 
freedom of movement of water in and out of 
the mass. 


Setting and Drying. 

The process of setting and drying in a 
cement rendering involves a fairly complex 
interplay between the processes outlined. 

In a normal 1:3 mix, with clean sharp 
sand, the material at the time of application 
will contain about as much water as cement, 
and will have a free water film on the face. 
In 15 minutes or so, on a good backing, suction 
will have ceased, and the water content will 
still be somewhat above the critical point. At 
this stage the calcium hydroxide concentration 
in the water is not large; during this period 
some moisture is lost by evaporation, but not 
enough to bring the calcium hydroxide con- 
centration to saturation, so no precipitation 
occurs. After about six hours in normal 
summer temperature the bulk of hydration 
water has been taken up, and by this time the 
water content of the mass has been so reduced 
that the free water surface is inside the mass. 
By this time also the calcium hydroxide: con- 
centration in the water has risen to saturation. 
From this time onwards the work dries mostly 
by evaporation; calcium hydroxide is 
deposited but, the free water surface being 
inside the rendering, no surface deposit is 
formed. 

During the setting period, therefore, all 
three processes for water elimination con- 
tribute to the withdrawal of the free water 
surface ; and to prevent efflorescence this with- 
drawal must be complete before the calcium 
hydroxide concentration reaches saturation. 
Curtailment of the losses may delay the 
process too long. This may be due to very 
wet or impervious backings, excessively rich 


,or wet mixes, excessive fine aggregate, wet 
and cold conditions, stale cement, or retard- 


ing agents (salts, organic matter, soil, etc.) 
in the water or aggregate. Conversely, factors 
tending to increase the moisture loss, such as 
excessive suction, insufficient water, hot sun- 
shine, etc., may cause the mass to dry out 
too early and may lead to cracking and, in 
extreme cases, failure to harden. 

‘ Local variations in distribution of cement 
and aggregate, due either to faulty mixing or 
to the manner of use, may cause efflorescence. 
For example, trowelling encourages the finer 
parts of the mix to come to the surface and 
produces conditions which tend to maintain 
the continuous film of moisture which precedes 
the formation of efflorescence. Organic 
matter occasionally causes local areas where 
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setting is delayed long enough 
dopant. y g 5 to Calige a 

The risk of efflorescence is reduced 
grading of the mix is such that te a ms 
for holding water is relatively large, fop ther 
the free water surface will remain inside § 
a larger moisture content, but io 
hydroxide can be leached out by water gy 
from set cement.

ceeded ideally, the pores near the surface are 
lined with calcium carbonate, which j es 
further dissolving of calcium hydroxide fron 
the cement there and the penetration of water 
to the deeper layers where the carbon dioxid 
has not had sufficient access to form a 
tecting skin. In very porous work, howeye 
saturation with water to the state in whic, 
the free surface of water comes outside the 
work, followed by drying out, may bring con. 
siderable amounts of calcium hydroxide to the 
surface, leading to the production of serions 
efflorescence long after the work is completed, 
This is not common on wall renderings, etc, 
but is more noticeable on solid objects, such 
as garden ornaments which expose a relatively 
large surface in proportion to their wate 
capacity. In such work it is essential to avoid 
excessive porosity on this account. 

The time-factor enters into the carbonation 
process also, for the calcium hydroxide firs 
deposited is soluble in water and may be 
washed off before carbonation has occurred, 
if the atmosphere is nearly free from carbon 
dioxide’; on the other hand, when there is an 
excessive amount of carbon dioxide the pr- 
cipitation of calcium carbonate may set in 
before the calcium hydroxide has _ been 
deposited by evaporation. 

Occasionally conditions arise in whieh 
soluble calcium compounds other than the 
hydroxide are present and lead to efflorescence, 
This may occur when salts are -present in the 
gauging water or as a result of the action of 
acids (e.g., ‘‘ efflorescence removers’’) on 
cement, and when such conditions exist the 
drying-out process should be conducted 60 a 
to prevent the free water surface remaining o 
the exterior of the work.

CHURCH HOUSE AT 
WESTMINSTER 


CERTAIN changes are to be made in the 
design of Church House, Westminster, 
the foundation stone of which is to be 
laid by Queen Mary on June 26. It has 
been decided to abandon the scheme for 
a large public hall under the great assem- 
bly hall, and to substitute for it a garage. 
This decision has been reached as a result 
of the sudden increase in building prices 
and of a demand from the London County 
Council that garage accommodation 
should be found in the building. 

Sir Herbert Baker, R.A., the architect, 
giving details of the new Church House 
in the current number of the “ Church 
Assembly News,” writes of the Deans 
Yard front, and says that the flint and 
stone base for the lower story will be 
carried along Deans Yard, and to give 
unity to the whole block along the other 
streets where it may be possible. Above 
this strong base there are in the parts 
already built, and will be for the rest, 
walls of brick of the ancient narrow size 
and of mixed red and grey hues that will 
not offend the memories of the familiar 
grey of the old Deans Yard buildings, The 
perspective of the building was shown in 
our issue for May 7. 

Frequent bondstones are required to tie 
in the flint facing to the body of the wall; 
on these will be carved and coloured the 
arms or emblems of the Sees of the Pro- 
vinces of Canterbury and York and of 
the Archbishoprics of Scotland,. Wales, 
Dublin, and Armagh. This blazonry, 
mixed in with a careful selection of the 
soft-coloured flints, will give to the walls 
a brightness which should never - be 
dimmed by the veil of soot deposited by 
the air of London. 

Dealing with the decoration of the 
House of Assembly, Sir Herbert declares 
that it must be limited by acoustic neces- 
sities, and reveals that a remarkable 
scheme has been devised for securing good 
acoustics in the hall by means of walls 
with convex facets, which will disperse, 
instead of focusing ‘the sound waves at a 
timed interval that will coincide with, 
and therefore reinforce, the speaker’s 


voice.

ESSEX, CAMBS AND HERTS SOCIETY OF 
_. ARCHITECTS. 
The Annual Dinner. 

Mr. Percy E. Tuomas, 0.B.E., P.R.1.B.A., 
was the guest of honour at the annual 
dinner of the Essex, Cambridgeshire and 
Hertfordshire Society of Architects, held at 
the George Hotel, Colchester, when a com- 
pany of over 100 was presided over b 
the President of the Society (Mr. G. H. B. 
Gould, A.R.1I.B.A.). 

Proposing the toast of “‘ The Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects,’’ Mr. Oswald 
Lewis, M.P., said that, speaking from the 
point of view of the client, he thought it was 
difficult to exaggerate the value of the very 
high standard of qualifications which the 
Society insisted upon, regarded as a protec- 
tion to the client. 

Mr. Percy Thomas, in reply, observed that 
fortunately most architects to-day were 
getting a fair share of the general prosperity. 
If they looked back, not only on the last 
twelve months ‘but on the last ten or twenty 
years, there were signs that the position of 
the architect in the public estimation had 
considerably improved, and he thought a 
great deal of it was due to the work of 
Societies such as their hosts’ and to other 
Societies—nearly one hundred of them 
throughout the country—which made up 
the Royal Institute. They were getting 
a lot more notice now from the Press, while 
the public; he was sure; were beginning 
to take a much greater interest in all 
matters architectural than they had ‘in the 
past. He thought the public were beginning 
to realise what contribution they could make 
to national life. It was not only as 
planners of buildings that they could render 
assistance, but as planners in the broader 
‘sense of the word they could be of greater 
assistance to the community. Just as the 
wise business man called in his architect at 
the very beginning of his enterprise, so 
he would like to see municipalities and 
local authorities generally calling in the ser- 
vices of the architect at a very much 
earlier stage than they did. 

‘‘T look forward to the day,’’ he said, 
‘‘ when every town and city will prepare a 
plan for its ultimate development—both from 
an industrial and town-planning point of 
view—as part of a great national develop- 
ment scheme; not merely a plan for the pre- 
sent but a plan for 50 or even 100 years 
ahead. It may take many years to develop 
and it will have to be amended from time to 
time, but I think we realise that there 
should be a plan, and that all development 
of towns and cities should conform to that 
one great scheme.”’ 

The Mayor of Watford, responding to the 
toast of ‘‘ Civic Authorities,’’ proposed by 
Mr. Duncan W. Clark, F.R.I.B.A., F.S.I., 
said that it seemed to him that there had 
been a tendency to accept the lean years 
since the War as prompting a type of archi- 
tecture which was exceedingly plain. He 
had wondered whether the time was not 
ripe when a little more grandeur might be 
put into their civic buildings. 


COUNCIL FOR THE PRESERVATION OF 
THE COUNTRYSIDE. 
Annual Meeting. 

The annual meeting of the Council for the 
Preservation of Rural England was held at 
the Royal Institute of British Architects, 
Portland-place, W., on Tuesday, with Lord 
Crawford and Balcarres in the chair. 

The Minister of Transport said that among 
the duties of his Ministry none seemed to 
him to have a more human interest and 
urgency than thdse concerned with the safe 
and pleasurable use of the roads. As an en- 
couragement and stimulus to the greater 
co-operation of the public, he mentioned 
that 1935 was the first peace time year in the 
27 years since records had been kept to show 
a decline in accidents, and 1936 followed with 
a further fall in the ratio of accidents to the 
number of vehicles. 
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Speaking on legislation on ribbon develop- 
ment, the Minister asked where there was 
another country in which 43,000 miles of 
classified roads were preserved for 220 ft. on 
either side from new building or means of 
access without consent. Yet, while county 
councils as a whoie had safeguarded by 
resolution 15,000 miles of unclassified roads, 
in addition to the classified roads which were 
automatically protected, some counties, which 
because of their natural features might have 
been expected to be anxious to obtain the full 
benefit ot the Act, had left such roads com- 
pletely umprotected. Here was scope for the 
persuasive powers of the C.P.R.K.  Com- 
mending the work of the Council, Mr. Hore- 
Belisha said that the recent memorandum of 
the Ministry on the construction and lay-out 
of roads could not have met with such general 
acceptance but for the preliminary advocacy 
of so many*of its requirements by the Council. 
To-day no bridge of importance was con- 
structed or improved without reference to 
the Fine Art Commission. Detailed instruc- 
tions were given on the conserving and plant- 
ing of trees and shrubs by the roadside. 
These were now regarded as at least as indis- 
pensable to a nation’s welfare as telephone 
kiosks and telegraph posts. Although his 
Department was not directly concerned, the 
Ministry cordially welcomed the efforts of 
the Council and the Scapa Society to prevent 
disfigurement by ill-chosen or ill-placed ad- 
vertisements. These efforts had resulted in 
agreement among many advertisers to respect 
roadside amenities, and this agreement was 
supplemented by local by-laws. Here again 
it was for the council to stimulate a good 
taste and right opinion, for conformity to 
the trade agreements and even observance of 
the by-laws was not yet universal. 

The C.P.R.E., he said, was primarily con- 
cerned with rural amenities, but it would 
seem that towns were even more menaced 
to-day than the countryside. To destroy a 
beautiful house or square was like slashing 
the picture of a master. In this connection 
he hoped they would have noticed with ap- 
proval that an architect of eminence had been 
attached to the engineer charged with mak- 
ing the highway plan for London. It was 
not often that a traffic improvement, such as 
that suggested by Sir Edwin Lutyens for 
Hyde Park Corner, found its place at the 
Royal Academy. 

Sir Guy Dawber moved the adoption of the 
annual report. Professor Patrick Abercrom- 
bie seconded, and Professor Chorley presented 
and moved the adoption of the accounts. 


EASEMENTS OF LIGHT 


Tue . preparation of daylight plans, by 
means of calculating diagrams for measuring 
the amount of light received in an interior, 
has been simplified and improved consider- 
ably since the first diagrams were produced. 
In the original rectangular calculating dia- 
grams, horizontal straight lines were repre- 
sented as curves that could only be deter- 
mined by plotting laboriously a series of 
points by means of angular measurements. 
Typical curves of this kind may be seen in 
Figs. 102 and 103 of Vol. I of Mr. Swar- 
brick’s book on ‘‘ Easements of Light.’? In 
the case of long horizontal lines, a fair num- 
ber of points had to be fixed in this way. To 
have done less would have been to incur the 
risk of or Naturally, the operation 
was tedious, and occupied a good deal of 
time. An improvement in this respect was 
obtained in the radial diagrams devised by 
Mr. Swarbrick, as in them all horizontal 
straight lines were represented by elliptical 
curves, which could be quickly drawn with 
a limited amount of work and with only three 
points. Moreover, the accuracy of an ellipse 
could be easily tested. The eye could enable 
anyone to form an opinion, at a glance, 
whether the ellipse were correctly drawn or 
not. This was probably the furthest extent 
to which calculating diagrams of the old type 
could be improved. 

Mr. Swarbrick has, however, now devised 
an entirely different method of procedure. In 
the second volume of his book on ‘‘ Easements 
of Light ’”’ he illustrated a series of daylight 
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factor grilles that could be placg 
photographs for the purpose of = Ete. 
light. Such grilles he used in the Photo. 
theodolite, invented and patented by hi 
and was so enabled to measure daylight by 
inspection of the acided glass screen at th 
back of the instrument. In addition to usin, 
daylight factor grilles in this way, Me 
Swarbrick employs them now in preference 
to the old calculating diagrams. This ig don. 
by placing the daylight factor grilles oye 
perspectives, plotted with scientific accurac 
by the angular method. An angular grille 
specially devised for this purpose by Mr 
Swarbrick, was published in 7'he Builder fo 
October 24, 1930. All that it is now neco. 
sary to do is to count up the number of units 
of area in the portion of the picture repre. 
senting the sky on the daylight factor grille 
and so to determine the amount of direct light 
received. The advantages of proceeding jp 
this way are very great, as all straight lines 
are also straight in perspective, and all 
parallel horizontal lines vanish to the same 
vanishing point on the Horizontal Lines, 
Again, it must be remembered that a 
correctly plotted perspective must agree with 
eee s, and can be checked ts com- 
parison by anyone, however inexperienced, 
An error in a perspective is usually apparent 
to any observant person, and the consequence 
is that, in practice, errors in them would not 
be likely to pass unnoticed. This was not 
the case with projections on calculating 
diagrams, which looked abnormal, even when 
quite correctly plotted. In a case in court, 
the judge and counsel can understand in- 
stinctively the perspective projections with 
grilles superimposed, and can check the 
measurements of:light, if so disposed, by the 
simple operation of counting up units of light. 

The main point, in working in this way, 
is to use units of light in the daylight factor 
grilles that are sufficiently small. Mr. Swar- 
brick has ensured this by adopting a unit 
which is only one 40,000th part of the light 
received from the entire dome of the sky 
when unobstructed. The result is that each 
unit represents a daylight factor of 0.002 
per cent., and a sill ratio of 0.005 per cent. 
When a sill ratio of 0.4 per cent. (the recog- 
nised standard of inadequacy) has to be 
located, it is only necessary, in the case of 
unglazed windows, to determine the poinis 
at which 80 units of area extend across the 
sky. In order to construct such a grille, it 
was necessary to determine the areas of the 
sky that represented an illumination of 
0.0025 per cent. daylight factor. In the case 
of fairly large units, a calculating diagram 
may be subdivided geometrically into equal 
areas; but, owing to the importance of using 
particularly small units in this case, Mr. 
Swarbrick arranged for the daylight factor . 
grilles to be calculated mathematically by his 
friend, Mr. A. C. Stevenson, M.Sc., F.R.AS, 
of University College, London. 

The method of procedure is illustrated by 
the two diagrams, shown on_ page 114. 
Fig. 1 shows a co-ordinate grille of angles, 
on which a scientifically correct perspective 
has been plotted by the angular method. In 
Fig. 2, the same projection has been trans 
ferred on to a daylight factor grille, devised 
for the measurement of direct light, received 
on a horizontal plane, through unglazed aper- 
tures. There are also daylight factor grilles 
for measuring the light on vertical an 
inclined planes. As probably 50 per cent. of 
the errors made in plotting daylight plans 
have been due to oversights in the use 0 
calculating diagrams, the new method of pro 
cedure should be of considerable service ™ 
right of light cases. 

It will be observed that the existing struc 
tures have been indicated on both Fig. 1 and 
Fig. 2 by hatching alongside the skyline. In 
the same way, the extent of the propos 
new building is indicated by dots alongs! 
the skyline. The effect of the new building, 
in this case, is to leave but’a small 100 
of sky visible at the point selected for the 
purpose of making the projection.

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THE 1936 FORM: OF SUB- 
CONTRACT FOR BUILDING

Tre 1936 Form of Sub-contract comprises 
24 Clauses, as against 19 Clauses in the 
1935 Form of Sub-contract. It begins 
by making provision for the insertion of the 
names and addresses of the parties to the 
Sub-contract, viz. : ‘‘ The Contractor ’’ under 
““the Main Contract’’ and the ‘‘ Sub-con- 
tractor.”’ 

The ‘‘ Sub-contract ’’ is by the agreement 
made supplemental to the main contract made 
between ‘‘ the employer” on the one part 
and ‘‘ the contractor ’’’ on the other part. It 
is in the nature of a “‘ lump sum ”’ or “ entire 
contract ’’ between the contractor and the 
sub-contractoy—that is to say, it is a contract 
to complete the whole of the sub-contract 
work embodied in it for the lump-sum price 
given in the contract._ Provision is made, 
however, for interim payments to the sub- 
contractor pending final payment to him 
(Clause 10). 


Clause 1.—Notice of the Main Contract to 
the Sub-contractor. 


By this clause it is admitted by the sub- 
contractor that he has inspected the main 
contract (except detailed prices in schedules 
and bills of quantities), and that he is, with 
this exception, aware of its provisions. It 
follows that the sub-contractor will not be 
able to claim ‘‘ extras’’ for matters which 
this clause is intended to cover, and of which 
he has had notice. He should therefore 
inspect the main contract before entering into 
the sub-contract. This sub-contract, it should 
be remembered, is an agreement which is 
binding and will be enforced unless it can 
be shown that some obvious misunderstanding 
existed at the time the sub-contract was 
entered into, and that the parties did not 
mean the same thing. This clause incor- 
porates part of Clause 3 of the 1935 Form of 
Sub-contract. 


Clause 2.—Execution of the Sub-contract 
Works. 


By this clause the sub-contractor agrees to 
complete, in accordance with his sub-contract, 
all works comprised in a schedule annexed to 
the sub-contract, to the reasonable satisfac- 
tion of the contractor and the architect under 
the main contract. Where the word ‘‘ reason- 
able ’’ is used in a building contract it implies 
such reasonableness as is consistent with the 
custom prevailing with regard to the super- 
vision of such contracts. 

The Schedule above referred to is in three 
parts. Part I (Particulars of the ‘ sub-con- 
tract works ’’), Part II (Description of Work, 
with completion period or periods of the sub- 
contract works or respective sections thereof), 
Part ITI (Value of the sub-contract works). 

No provision is made in this Schedule, as in 
the 1935 Form of Sub-contract, for the 
amount of retention money (that is, money 
already earned by the sub-contractor but not 
paid to him, pending the final payment cn 
the adjustment of accounts). 

By Clause 2, the sub-contractor also agrees 
to perform his contract under the reasonable 
directions and requirements of the contractor, 
including *those rules of: the contractor (as 
far as they may apply) for the time being 
regulating the carrying out of the works under 
the main contract. 

This clause is in principle much the same 
as Clause 1 of the 1935 Form of Sub-contract. 


Clause 3.—Sub-contractor’s Liability under 
Incorporated Provisions of the Main 
Contract. 

This clause elaborates Cleuse 3 of the 1935 

Form of Sub-contract. 

Under (a) the sub-contractor agrees to 
observe, perform and comply with all the pro- 
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visions of the main contract—that is to say, 
those provisions which the contractor must 
observe, and which relate and apply to the 
sub-contract. works. 

Under (6) the sub-contractor agrees to 
indemnify and save harmless the contractor 
against and from (i) breach or non-observance 
or non-performance of the provisions of the 
main contract; (ii) any act or omission of his, 
his servants or agents, involving the con- 
tractor in liability to the employer under the 
main contract; (iii) amy damage, loss or 
expense of the like persons due to negligence, 
inclusive of the wrongful use of the con- 
tractor’s property generally; and (iv) any 
claim by an employee of the sub-contractor 
under the Workmen’s Compensation Acts, the 
Employers’ Liability Acts, or enactments of 
a like nature in force. 

There is also included a safeguard in the 
form of a proviso to the effect that the sub- 
contractor is not to be held liable for 
negligence or breach of duty on the part of 
the contractor or other sub-contractors or 
their servants or agents. 

The introduction of this clause does not 
release the contractor from his liabilities under 
the main contract. It follows, therefore, that 
when work done under the Sub-contract is 
questioned, or a liability alleged in respect 
thereto. or the indemnities under the clause 
are affected, the sub-contractor should be 
given an opportunity of defending, jointly 
with the contractor, any claim in respect to 
such matters as the sub-contractor is respon- 
sible for under the Sub-contract. 

Negligence has been defined as ‘‘ not doing 
that which a prudent man would do, or doing 
that which a prudent man would not do, 
when under a duty to use care, and thereby 
causing damage.”’ 


INQUIRY BUREAU 


ANSWERS. 
Shellac Knotting: Advice Required. 
[Answers To ‘“‘ WorTHING,” May 21.] 


Srr,—I am quite sure that no form of 
ordinary knotting can better that made up in 
the shop by a solution of commercial shellac 
and methylated spirits. For very high-class 
work the use of gold leaf is still better, and I 
have been told that a suitable metallic paint 
is quite efficient, although I have not yet had 
the courage to try it. Generally, knotting 
failures are more often a result of scamping in 
application than of faulty material, and no 
such work can be perfect unless the materials 
are thoroughly applied. Pant. 


Sir,—Failures of knotting are often due to 
the wood. If this is full of knots or has a 
high moisture content, knotfing may fail to 
give good results, through no fault of its own. 
The wood should have been well seasoned, and 
then any knots examined for tightness. Loose 
knots cannot be sealed in permanently by any 
knotting. They should be removed or, if this 
is not possible, they should be sealed in by 
recessing the wood round the knot and then 
filling with a stopping made from a table- 
spoonful of shellac gum, a teaspoonful of resin 
and a small lump of beeswax. These should 
be melted together and applied hot. A little 
pigment may be added, if desired, to give the 
required colour. Patent knottings are avail- 
able, or, if desired, they may be made by 
dissolving shellac in methylated spirits. Two 
coats of this should be applied, the first coat 
being fairly thin so as to be penetrating, the 
second coat being thicker. Another . good 
knotting can be made by mixing some red 
lead with glue size, this being applied hot. 
This can be used for the first coat and shella> 
knotting used for the second coat.

Srmr,—Your inquirer, ‘‘ Worthing,’ will 
find that two coats of aluminium paint applied 
to knots in woodwork will be entirely success- 
ful even under painted work exposed to the 
sun. It seems to have been forgotten, but 
gold or silver leaf was used in the old days

Building Plans Approved. 

Returns as to the estimated cost of build. 
ings for which plans were approved during 
April have been received from 141 local 
authorities (representing towns with a popula 
tion of 17,255,000 im 1931), These returns 
show that in April, 1937, plans were passed 
for buildings with an _ estimated cost of 
£10,827,300, compared with £9,325,300 in 
April, 1936. 

This represents an increase of 16.1 per cent. 
over the comparative figures for April, 1936, 
and is largely accounted for by increases of 
£790,000 for dwelling-houses; £341,700 for 
factories and workshops; and £497,600 for 
other commercial buildings. Churches, 
schools and public buildings, and “ other 
buildings and alterations ’’ showed _ slight 
decreases. 

The statistics for the first quarter of 1937 
are also published. They show a total for 
January-March of £29,069,600—an_ increase 
of 1.2 per cent. over the corresponding total 
for 1936. Dwelling-houses show a consider 
able decline from £18.643,100 im January- 
March, 1936, to £15,721,500 in January- 
March, 1937, but appreciable increases are 
shown in every other class of building. 

The number of dwellings for which plans 
were approved by the 146 local authorities 
in the first quarter of 1937 was 32,476, a 
compared with 39,623 in the first quarter of 
1936. For March alone the number was 
12.429, as compared with 11,940 in March,

The powers of a local authority 

Sat Bection 68 of the Public Health 
Act, 1925 (which relates to the pro- 
vision of parking places for the purpose of 
relieving or preventing congestion _ot 
traffic), shall include power to provide 
and maintain buildings for use as parking 
places, and to provide and maintain un- 
derground parking places for the like pur- 
pose, and also to provide and maintain 
cloakrooms and other conveniences for 
use in connection with parking places, 
and in that section the expression ** park- 
ing place”’ shall be construed accordingly 
as including such buildings, underground 
parking places, cloakrooms and other con- 
veniences, so, however, that for the pur- 
poses of that section an underground park- 
ing place shall not be deemed to be part 
of a street by reason only of its being 
situated under a street. 

(2) The powers of a local] authority under 
the said Section 68 to acquire, utilise 
and adapt land shall include powers 
to acquire, utilise and adapt land (includ- 
ing any right in, over or under land) for 
the purpose of providing means of en- 
trance to and egress from any parking 
place, and, notwithstanding anything in 
sub-section (4) of the said section, the 
said power to adapt land shall include 
power to adapt land being part of a street 
for the purpose aforesaid with the consent 
of the authority or person responsible for 
the maintenance of the street. 

(3) The powers of a local authority 
under the said Section 68 shall in- 
clude powers to let for use as a parking 
place any parking place provided by them 
not being part of a street. 

(4) Sub-section (6) of the said Section 
sixty-eight (which relates to the power of 
a local authority to make regulations as to 
the matters therein specified) shall have 
effect as if for the word ‘‘ regulations ”’ 
there were therein substituted, in all 
places where that word occurs, the word 
“ by-laws,” and in relation to any by-laws 
made under the said sub-section refer- 
ences in Section 250 of the Local Govern- 
ment Act, 1933, to ‘‘ the confirming autho- 
rity’ shall be construed as references to 
the Minister of Health. 

Provided that any regulations which 
were in force under the said sub-section 
immediately before the passing of this Act 
shall, during the period of 12 months 
after the passing thereof, have effect as 
if they had been by-laws made under the 
said sub-section as amended by this Act. 


Entrances to New Buildings—Loading, etc. 
Section 17 is highly important in connec- 
tion with any sort of commercial or industrial 
development near roads, and the main sub- 
sections are quoted as follows :— 


17 (1). Whenever, in pursuance of any 
enactment or by-law requiring plans to be 
submitted to a local authority, application 
1s made to such an authority for the ap- 
proval of plans for the erection of a new 
building which, if erected in accordance 
With the plans, will be a building to which 
this section applies, then, unless the local 
authority are satisfied that— 


_ (a) the character of the new building 
Is such as not to be likely to cause in- 
creased vehicular traffic along any road 
adjacent thereto; or 

(b) satisfactory arrangements have 
een, or will be, made for limiting in- 
terference with traffic along the roads 
adjacent thereto,

the local authority, after consultation with 
the chief officer of police for the district, 
may, as a condition of their approval, 
require the provision and maintenance of 
such means of entrance and egress, and 
of such accommodation for the loading or 
unloading of vehicles, or picking up and 
setting down of passengers, or the fuel- 
ling of vehicles, as may be specified by 
the local authority for the purpose of 
limiting such interference as aforesaid. 

Provided that, where the local authority 
to whom such plans are submitted are not 
tlye highway authoiity as respects any 
road affected, the local authority shall, as 
soon as may be after such plans as afore- 
said are submitted to them, consult the 
highway authority or such officer of the 
highway authority as may be nominated 
by them for the purpose, and the powers 
conferred by this sub-section shall not be 
exercised except after such consultation as 
aforesaid. 


(2) Any condition imposed by a_ local 
authority under this section shall be in 
force as from the date on which notice 
thereof is served on the applicant and on 
the occupier of the land upon which the 
building is or will be situated, and shall 
remain in force unless and until it is 
withdrawn by the local authority, so, how- 
ever, that any such condition may at any 
time be modified by an agreement between 
the local authority and the occupier of 
the building to which the condition re- 
lates. ; 

Provided that the local authority, if 
they are not the highway authority as re- 
spects any road affected, shall, before 
withdrawing or modifying any condition 
imposed by them under this section, con- 
sult the highway authority or such officer 
of the highway authority as ma be 
nominated by the highway authority for 
the purpose. 

(3) Any condition imposed by: a local 
authority under this section shall, while 
in force, be binding upon, and enforce- 
able by the authority against, every person 
who is for the time being the occupier of 
the building to which the condition re- 
lates. 

(4) Any person aggrieved by any deci- 
sion of the local authority in any matter 
as to which they are required to be satis- 
fied under the provisions of sub-section 
(1) of this section or by the imposition of 
any condition under this section, may, 
within 28 days after the date on which 
notice of the condition is served upon him, 
appeal to a court of summary jurisdiction 
for the petty sessional division in which 
the building with respect to which the 
plans were submitted is, or will be, situ- 
ated, and the appellant or the local autho- 
rity, if aggrieved by the order made by 
the court of summary jurisdiction, may 
appeal against that order to Quarter 
Sessions. 

(8) This section applies to any building 
whereof the external or containing walls 
contain a space of not less than 250,000 
cu. ft, measured in accordance with direc- 
tions given by the Minister of Health, and 
to any place of public resort, refreshment 
house, station for public service vehicles, 
petrol-filling station, or garage used or to 
be used in connection with any trade or 
business. : 

(9) In this section the express:on 
‘local authority ’’ means a local authority 
for the purposes of the Public Health Acts, 
1875 to 1932, and the expression ‘the 
erection of a new building” shall include 
the operations which are deemed to be 
the erection of a new building for the 
purposes of those Acts by virtue of the 
provisions of Section 23 of the Public 
Health Acts Amendment Act, 1907. : 
Tt will be seen that where this section 


applies to a building, such building is to be of 
not less cube than 250,000 cu. ft.; this is of 
considerable size—say, 200 ft. long, 50 ft. wide 
and 25ft. high.

and would naturally bring about a great deal 
of transport activity. 

Petrol-filling stations and garages again 
come in for legislative control, but on this 
occasion they are entirely in association with 
transport and road use. 

On July 28, 1936, a new Order (No. 777) 
was issued by the Minister of Health in con- 
nection with Section No. 17 (8); and is quoted 
thus :— 

The Minister of Health, in- exercise of 
the powers conferred on him by sub-sec- 
tion (8) of Section 17 of the Restriction of 
Ribbon Development Act, 1935, and all 
other powers enabling him in that behalf, 
hereby orders as follows :— 

(1) This Order may be cited as the 
Restriction of Ribbon Development (De- 
termination of Internal Space of Build- 
ings) Order, 1936, and shall come into 
operation on the first day of September, 
1936. 

(2) For the purposes of Section 17 of 
the Restriction of Ribbon Development 
Act, 1935, the space contained by the 
external or containing walls of a building 
shall be measured and determined in 
accordance with the following directions: 

(a) The cubic contents of the building 
shall be deemed to be the space whether 
or not occupied by any fixture or other 
solid matter within the external or con- 
taining walls of the building. 

(b) The horizontal measurements shal] 
be taken on each story from the internal 
surfaces of the external or containing 
walls. 

(c) The vertical measurement or 
measurements shall be taken on each 
story from the upper surface of the floor 
to the upper surface of the floor 
next above it, or, if there is no floor 
above it, to the ceiling. 

(d) If the building has any space 
within a pitched or curved roof any neces- 
sary measurements other than measure- 
ments taken in accordance with the 
directions given in paragraphs (b) and 
(c) above shall be taken from the main 
internal surface of the roof. 


HOUSING IN SCOTLAND 


Mr. Watrer Exuior, the Secretary of 
State for Scotland, recently received at 
his office in Drumsheugh-gardens, Edinburgh, 
a deputation from the Convention of Royal 
Burghs. 

The deputation put before Mr. Elliot a 
number of difficulties which were facing local 
authorities in carrying out their programmes 
for the improvement of housing conditions in 
their areas. They referred particularly to the 
recent rises in the cost of ‘building materials, 
to the considerable increases in house tender 
prices and to the acute shortage of skilled 
building labour. They expressed the view 
that the existing subsidy for overcrowding 
under the Act of 1935 should be increased 
from £6 15s. per house to £9 per house. 
Another point raised by the deputation was 
that a State grant should be given to enable 
both local authorities and private property 
owners to recondition existing dwelling- 
houses which, although they lacked modern 
sanitary conveniences, were structurally 
sound. The deputation were further of 
opinion that a State subsidy should be pro- 
vided to enable authorities to build houses 
for young married persons, elderly couples 
and others who cannot be provided for under 
existing conditions of grant. 

Mr. Elliot, in reply, indicated that he fully 
realised the difficulties with which local 
authorities were faced at the moment and 
that he was anxious to assist them in every 
possible way. 

With reference to the present rates of 
Exchequer subsidy for housing, the Secretary 
of State pointed out that the subsidy under 
the 1930 Act was at a much higher level than 
that under the Act of 1935 and that both 
snbsidies must be considered together in 
estimating the financial burden for housing 
that local authorities would be called upon 
to bear. On the question of a new subsidy 


to provide houses for the general needs of the 
population, Mr. Elliot said that under exist- 
ing conditions he thought it sound policy that 
slum clearance and de-crowding operations 
should receive prior attention. 
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MODERN METHODS IN JOINERY 


LECTURE AT CARPENTERS’ 


On Wednesday, May 19, Mr. W. T. Sweett 
delivered a lecture at Carpenters’ Hall, E.C., 
on the use of plywood and laminated board 
in joinery. Mr. Louis Jacob presided. 


Plywood and Laminated Boards. 


Mr. Sweett said that without giving undue 
credit to the ancients we must admit that 
they had applied in a primitive way prac- 
tically all tne principles employed im the 
modern production of joinery; and _ the 
responsibility for the change which had 
taken place in our own time rested more 
with the chemist and engineer than 
with the craftsman, because it depended 
on improvements in adhesives and. in 
machinery. Progress in modern produc- 
tion methods was usually associated with the 
standardisation of the products of the indus- 
try, and if architects and clients were satis- 
fied with the ordinary standard production 
job, such as was found available irom cata- 
logues, there would be nothing left for the 
craftsman to do. But such was not the case, 
and so long as they continued to call for 
something differing from catalogued joinery 
the industry could not be established on mass 
production lines. But the craftsman used 
materials that were mass produced, and the 
chief of these was manufactured board. The 
trouble with wood had always been that it 
would shrink, and, what was worse, warp 
and twist; amd from long ago the craftsman 
who wished to produce something that would 
remain stable longer than the ordinary 
straight converted material from the tree, 
would cut his wood to thinner or smaller 
sections and reconstruct it: if a piece looked 
likely to prove troublesome, he would cut it 
into two sections, reverse these and glue up, 
so that stresses would compensate one 
another. The board manufactured thus had 
more stability. This principle was applied 
in the manufacture of plywood and laminated 
boards, and the placing on the market o! 
laminated boards which were reliable and 
economical had brought about the more 
important changes in joiners’ work to-day, 
and the satisfactory production of these 
boards was made possible because suitable 
adhesives were obtainable and because of the 
development of machinery. 

Although joinery itself was not mass pro- 
duced, a great deal of progress had been made 
within the last twenty years in the sub- 
division of the wood-working industry among 
firms who specialised in one department or 
another. There was, first, the timber mer- 
chant, who converted and ‘dried material. 
Next came the veneer cutter, preparing 
stocks of veneers. Then there were plywood 
manufacturers, makers of laminated board, 
trade mills, i.e., mills producing mouldings, 
floorings and sash and door sections to be 
sold to the joiners’ mills that completed the 
articles for which the various sections had 
been produced. Then there were works 
specialising in the production of veneered 
panels for standard articles or making special 
orders. 


Shrinkage. 


Illustrating his remarks by the aid of 
lantern slides and with specimens of plywood 
and laminated board, the lecturer said that 
the shrinkage of wood varied in proportion 
to density and was ee by harden- 
ing. There was less shrinkage in the direc- 
uon of the rays than tangentially. When 
working in solid wood the joiner should 
remember this fact, and if his material was 
at all likely to shrink, should put the grain 
in such a way that the shrinkage would cause 
the least difficulty. Twist was due to uneven 
structure, such as interlocking grain causing 
internal stresses, and the joiner should be 
careful to see that no board should be used 
if it had any burr or twist in it. Unless 
there was perfect stacking, board might warp 
in drying. The rough-and-ready rule of the 
timber merchant was that one year’s drying

was necessary for each inch of thickness of 
the log, but the wood would continue to 
improve if kept longer. Kiln drying brought 
the wood quickly to a usable condition. 

By lantern illustration the lecturer showe:l 
the two processes of manufacturing plywood, 
the wet and the dry. The wood, he said, 
must be made as plastic as possible, and to 
achieve this the logs were boiled and cut 
while wet. ‘I'he ply boards were then cut 
to size, and, if the wet process were adopted, 
would be glued after partial drying. If the 
dry process were employed, the ply boards 
were dried in a press which flattened the 
wood and heated it, the pressure being re- 
leased occasionally to allow steam to escape. 
The dry process made a much more reliable 
board. The plywood produced by the wet 
process was suitable for such purposes as box 
making, but not for joinery; one found among 
it warped and buckled boards, and boards 
that were ply-checked, i.e., with little air 
holes all over the face. In such a case the 
facing wood was held by the cross ply, but 
uothing would stop its shrinking, so it split 
into thousands of little checks. 


Adhesives. 

We had to thank the chemist: for discover- 
ing adhesives suitable for the manufacture of 
plywood. In most cases a casein cement was 
used: this was a cold-water glue. A log 
having been cut into thin boards, these were 
reconstructed into another log of the same 
size and shape, glued up, put into a press, 
coupled up with special cramps, taken out 
and put into stacks to dry. Thus the old 
procedure was followed of conditioning the 
material as far as possible at each stage of 
the job. It was important to remember that 
in the case of any board that had been sub- 
jected to a considerable amount of moisture, 
as in the process of gluing, we must wait 
until the wood had given up its moisture and 
got back to the natural moisture condition 
of the atmosphere. Otherwise we had the 
core shrinking irregularly. 

The last process of finishing plywood was 
the sanding of its surfaces. 


The lecturer showed examples of panelling, 
lift enclosures, modern furniture, etc., made 
of plywood. One slide illustrated some 
columns 15 ft. high made of solid Burma 
teak. This wood, the lecturer said, was of 
fairly uniform texture with little tendency 
to split, and consequently it could be used 
solid for such purposes; but had _ these 
columns been of oak they would probably 
have developed faults. He showed another 
illustration of columns 25 ft. high. These 
were hollow, veneered with oak, the back 
boards of the surfaces consisting in each case 
of two thickness of 3-in. laminated board. 
To get the length required, boards were glued 
together with butt joints lagged 1 ft. 6 in. 

Showing an illustration of fretwork done in 
laminated board, the lecturer said the use of 
plywood for fretwork was not a new idea. 
Chippendale had cross-banded thin wood 
from which to cut the light frets with which 
he ornamented his furniture. 

The manufacture of flush doors called for 
the sacrifice of traditional methods of door 
making, the use of new a'dhesives, and the 
acceptance of manufactured boards. The 
door could be constructed of laminated wood 
with an edging matching the material with 
which it was to be finished, the door being 
then covered with veneer or plywood, as the 
case might be. The finish face must be flat 
and true when the job was done, it must not 
look wavy or buckled, so it was hardly safe 
to use plywood less than six millimetres thick. 
It was not necessary to mortice and tenon 
frames: if the adhesive would hold the ply 
face on the framework, no purpose was served 
by having mortice and tenon anywhere, 
because nothing could happen to cause the 
door to pull to pieces; but if such a door had 
a soft wood core and a hard wood finish, the 
unequal densities might cause warping or 
splitting. 
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BUYING “CORONATION” 
TIMBER 


POINTS FOR AND AGAINST. 
BY A TIMBER MERCHANT. 


Tue dismantling of miles of stands . 
the Coronation pe I a nll wat hee 
many hundreds of standards of Empire tine 
upon the market. In order to dispose of ie 
material promptly, the contractors wil] be 
content to accept very low figures, and with 
timber generally at its present high ri : 
level, members of the building trade wi 
undoubtedly be able to obtain some attra 
tive bargains. The prices asked are likely 
to be low, even for secondhand material be 
price is not everything, and the prospective 
purchaser should consider very carefully 
whether or not the wood is suitable to hy 
particular needs before buying. 

Let us consider first the darker side of the 
picture. Except in the case of the covered 
stands the wood has been exposed to the 
weather—and what weather !—for many 
weeks past. It has been soaked with rain 
water over and over again—not just a small 
proportion of it, as in the case of goods piled 
in the open—but practically the whole. Much 
of it, especially that used for floor boards. js 
dirty and mudstained, and the seating is 
marked off on one side into numbered sec- 
tions, Nails have been used liberally at 
frequent intervals along the boards, and there 
is much short stuff—some of it no more than 
a foot or so long. In fact, it looks very 
secondhand indeed. 

Three varieties cf wood are included— 
British Columbian pine, spruce and hemlock, 
The first two are not unlike in their general 
characteristics, although the spruce may be 
less regularly sawn. Hemlock, however, is 
a denser wood altogether, and many consider 
it very liable to split, especially if nailed near 
the ends. It is likely that one will receive 
a far larger proportion of the Columbian pine 
than of the other woods. 

Builders whose work is mostly carried out 
under the supervision of an architect or 
surveyor would be likely to have difficulty in 
getting this material passed, but many, work- 
ing more or less independently and able to 
form their own opinions as to suitability, will 
consider the stuff well worth the buying. lt 
is all genuine merchantable quality and has 
had to undergo a severe scrutiny _ before 
acceptance. The soaking it has undergone 
has done no real harm, as the air has been 
able to circulate freely around it the whole 
time, and its muddy appearance is not a 
practical drawback. 

But “‘ caveat emptor!”’ Before purchasing 
you should ascertain that the nails have been 
drawn, and, if possible, obtain an indemnity 
for any subsequent damage to saws or planers 
due to the “‘filleting’’ having been care- 
lessly done. Try to get some idea of the 
average length and make sure that none of 
the very short ends are included. Best of 
all, arrange if you cam to inspect the goods 
personally, as much damage can be caused 
during the dismantling of the stands and the 
subsequent withdrawal of the nails. ni

EDUCATION for INDUSTRY 


Mucn has been done in recent years, both 
by education authorities and employers, to 
better the facilities for technically educating 
and training the youth of industry. That 
employers are now taking an even more inti- 
mate part in the educational welfare of their 
employees is evidenced in the example of 
Messrs. Bovis, the London building con- 
tractors, whose new school premises were 
officially opened on Wednesday last in the 
presence of representatives of the L.C.C. 
Education Department. 

The school, which is unique in its charac- 
ter and believed to be the only one of its 
kind in the building industry to. be estab- 
lished by one firm, is staffed by experts in 
each of the various branches of building, and 
by a course of continuous training the com- 
pany has been enabled to draw upon a highly 
technically trained staff in a much shorter 
period than would otherwise have been 
possible. 

In view of recent references in the Press to 
encouragement of day-time study, it is of in- 
terest to note that the company adopted at 
the outset of its scheme the far-sighted policy, 
s2 often advocated by educationists, of allow- 
ing employees to do a generous amount of 
their technical studies in the firm’s. time. 

Mr. Eric R. Vose, the company’s education 
officer, has stated that the effect of day-time 
study was undoubtedly proving beneficial to 
the progress of the firm’s junior employees, 
and put this down to the fact that students 
appeared fresher and more alive when com- 
mencing their studies in the course of the 
day than at the end of a strenuous day’s 
work. 

Prompted by the work of the National 
Advisory Council, the school has provided 
facilities to ensure an adequate amount of 
physical training and recreation for its 
students, and Mr. Vose pointed out that if 
the enthusiasm and initiative for the arrange- 
ments of a programme are encouraged to 
come spontaneously from the staff, a much 
fuller measure of success is consequently 
achieved.
